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Dltta«r Powder and Other Items.

I wu very glad to tee In jonr Uana of April 17, Mr. TnrrUl’i 
letter on the Dlttmar powder. Like 70 a, I bare been a tkepUc 
at to Its saletj, as prerloatlj made, bat when a corteapondeDt 
like Mr. T. adrocatea Its nae, and gives bla experience with It, I 
am forced to believe that there maj be more good In It, " than 
baa been dreamt of In my pblloaopby.” Still, I think, that. In 
view of the many accidents that have nndouhtedly happened 
from Its nae heretofore, sportsmen have been In the right to 
regard It with dlatmst. Instead of taking for gospel all that Its 
advocates have said of It from Its Brat Introdnctlon. I well re¬ 
member a long controversy In the old Rod tntd Oun, between a 
Hr. A. O. Dole, whose views were coincident with yonrs. Hr. 
Editor, and a writer who signed himself Medicos. Spite of all 
proof to the contrary, the latter contended that Dlttmar powder 
was perfection; and, 1 am sorry to say, was exceedingly coarse 
In some of his remarks. 

I have always felt sorry for Hr. Dlttmar, as I feel very sore he 
has the interests of sportsmen tmly at heart; bat I do not think 
be can blame os that we have so long declined to risk our Uvea 
and oar gans behind a chemical componnd that seemed so an- 
certsln In the results produced. That some more cleanly rom- 
poand than black powder—providing always that It Is safe, 
and gives folly as good resalts—Is a desideratum, aU wUl freely 
admit, and I certainly hope that Mr. Dlttnur has now, or wUl in 
the near fntaresucceed In giving us such a powder; yet I would 
respectfully submit that a,pabllc trial of Its merits be first held, 
and Its safety and superiority to black powder be demonstrated 
beyond all doubt, before sportsmen generally begin Its use. Not 
even the word of Mr. Turrill—which I do not for one moment 
call In question—should be considered decisive; but a public trial 
where the teets shall be crucial. 

You have given us gun trials; black powder trials; and are 
about to give us a trial of rifles; why cannot the Chiosoo Fiau> 
give us a trial of the DIttmarl I feel very certain sportsmen 
would accept Its verdict; snd I am equally sure that It Is ]ast 
what Mr. Dlttmar desires. If such a trial Is held, the Dlttmar 
powder used In It ought, of course, to be such as is now for sale 
to sportsmen; and not a sample specially prepared for the put^ 
pose. I hope other correspondents of the Uhiosoo Fixld will 
let ns have their views on this subject, and keep the ball rolling 
until we are all fully enlightened on the subject; and I again 
submit that a public trial Is the only way to satisfactorily do 
this. In most other matten pertaining to field sporla, mere per¬ 
sonal experiences often do have, and cmpAt tobave, much weight; 
but In this matter the case Is—as it ought to be—very different 

I hope that Mr. Turrill will not think that I am calling his 
word In question. In anything I have here written; for such Is 
not my meaning. I am very glad he has given bis experience, 
because I think It will lead to others doing the same, which Is 
just what sportsmen need, until you give ns a public tiiaL I 
admit that I have never used the Dlttmar powder, and for the 
reason that I was afraid of It; but I begin to think I shall have 
to risk a little, and give it a trial. Formerly we used to hear 
about the Shultse powder and other explosives In use In England, 
but the reports concerning them were as conteadlctory of them 
as those of the Dlttmar powder here have been. Is It any won- 
dsr I view of these facts, that the greater number of sportsmen 
stick to the old style of powder, of wboee capabUIUee and execu¬ 
tion they are so well Informed! I think not. Let ns, then, have 
a trial of the Dlttmar, and let the Cbiosoo Fibij> conduct It, 
and we shall know the verdict rendered to be a true one, and 
strictly according to the evidence. 

Sportsmen of the Middle States are to be congratnlated on 
the game prospects of the present year. It has bm long since 
we have bad so mild a Winter, and the result la, that quails are 
plenty. Snipe shooting has been very uncertain, as the Spring 
has bMn unfavorable up to date (April 17); one day very warm, 
and then two or three days with cold northerly and northwesterly 
winds. From what I can learn the snipes seem to be keqdng 
along the Atlantic coast line, and but very few birds coming in¬ 
land. I cannot vouch for the truth of this report, as I have been 
prevented by sickness from personally Investigating the matter. 

The New Jersey legislature passed a law prohibiting the killing 
of woodcocks nn^ Autumn; but I do not know If the governor 
bss yet signed the bill. If the law was only enforced It would be 
a good one, but as It has been triad before and found to be dis¬ 
regarded constantly, it has always been repealed. I am Inclined 
to think that what Frank Forester wrote it It will be true for a 
long UnM to come, vli., “That the very day—Fourth of July— 
is a^nst IL" In my heart I have always condemned Bummer 
sboMng, and I think that Spring saipe and duck shooting are 
equally as bad. I say, se Forester did, “ Let the end of close 
time for all game be the first of October,” at least for the Middle 
Btatee. There would not bo so many quails killed before the 
following month, as many now suppose, for the cover la too thick 
with leaves, and they have, besidsa, the eom-flalds to hide In, and 
even Captain Bofsrdus testifies to the dilBealtv of killing gams 
In that sort of eovar. 

I hope the bench show of the Westminster Keonsl Club will 
be the sneessa that is predicted; and I hope still mors for the 
Eastern field trials this coming Autamn. Baaoh shows give ns 
an Idea of how onr dogs ought to look, bat field trials m>w us 
what onr dogs ought to te--tbs Important point after aU. 

HammeriM guns sesm to be making their way slowly but 
surely-, but I am not a convert yet, and doubt If any amount of 
use of one would maks ms so, t^ la, sa hammsrlsm locks are 
now coostmeted. But we live In a Tory prugrsmlve sge, and the 
time may come whan I, too, will bs assn going about with a 
bfeech-loadar that will look like a trotter with his sort shaved oft. 
At preeent I must beg to be excused. 

Hoping to bear from othars on the subjset of the Dlttmar 
powder and Its public trial by the Omosoo FULo, I now give 
piaoe to thoes more worthy.

Warbler Shooting.

Thoughts strike a man, which like the seed that fell among 
thorns, are choked ere they can develop, by a host of wares and 
tares which spring up in the busy brain. But tome fall on good 
ground and take deep root, forming Into an idea, which, perchance, 
may find its way Into the literary world, there to be condemned 
or praised as the reader or critique views it. Perusing the col¬ 
umns of a Chioaoo Fiau> not long ago, the writer was drinking 
In with delight his favorite pursuit, the account of immense bags 
of ducks, the scientific way some bmutlflul shots hsd been made, 
cutting short the whirring flight of a ruffed grouse In the heavi¬ 
est kind of timber, or the the slaying of a b^l moose among the 
snow drifts of a Canadian forest, and the thought struck him, 
would some of the readers like to hear about a kind of shooting 
which la neither grand nor exciting, which possesses not an atom 
of sport, yet, to one InteresM In the subject la full of 
unlmsging^ pleasure and delight. 

This thought, fortunate or unfortunate, as the case may be, 
fell upon good ground, developed from Its embryo conation, 
and the leas said about the product the better. 

In the early days of our ornithological enthusiasm, my chum 
BUI and I spent aU our spare time (and often a little more) gun¬ 
ning around after specimens, or as we called It, collecting; pre¬ 
eminent In our estimation were the warblers, that came daring 
May, when the light breexe was blowing off the blossoms, and to 
our eyes, nothing was so beautiful as the tiny deUcate forms 
and exquisite coloring of the little migrants. Their short slay, 
and the extreme rarity of many of the species, gave additional 
sest to their pursuit, and many a chase have we had through the 
orchard and down to the creek, after some beauty that visited 
each tree, as he flitted ahead, just out of the reach of our light 
loads. And then shooting them, that was the fun; It Isn’t the 
easiest thing to shoot a warbler, a bird no bigger than a wren, 
flitting about among the branches and leaves, never stlU a minute; 
how we’d dodge around to get aim, and then some bird would 
start up two or three quaint notes back of us, and pnxxle] ns 
to know which to shoot at. But the Spring isn't a circumstance 
to the Fall shooting, for then the warblars are aU up In the top 
of the highest trees—and often too a stiff wind la blowing—so 
high up, they look no bigger than bugs. The first warblers to 
arrive are the yeUow rumps, which come toward the last of 
April; they are preceded, towever, by a few pine creeping war¬ 
blers on their way to the northern pines; we see them some¬ 
times on cold days. In that unsettled weather, when sunshine and 
shower, and snow are all fighting for a foothold. With the yel¬ 
low rumps come the r^ polls, ground loving birds, scat¬ 
tering themselves along the banks of streams, among 
the Spring beauties and erythronlums; then a few more 
come straggling up, and about the middle of Hay, the blackburn- 
lans, blue-wing^ yellows, chestnut sideds, bay breasts, redstarts, 
and the great bulk have reached ns. A few days and most of 
the blossoms are off, things look greener, the sun grows hotter, 
the black polls have arrived In force, they are the last to come 
in any number. Things go on for awhile. June has come. A 
few Mack polls and some Canadas are still seen In the woods, 
a day or two and they are gone, then things settle down again. 
Bill gosB on his grandfather’s farm, and I drag out a miserable 
existence at school, winding up on a sand bar among the 
snipes. Clifton tioods was a famous place for vrarblers. At one 
ttow we’d be among the choppings, next thing up to our knees 
in skunk cabbage. There’s a warbler in a tree the other side of 
that old log 1 “ Pile over,” Billy. Then we’d " pile over’’ the 
log as we expressed it Don’t see him now. Yes, there he Is 
out on that spray. Maybe Its only a yellow romp. Never 
mind, blase away; then would come the Inevitable bang, and 
down would drop the poor little bird into the tangle of briars. 
We’d pick It up, wipe away the blood from the beautiful yellow 
breast of perhaps tome rarity, stick a plug of cotton In the 
throat so lately swelled with those carious notes, and lay It 
carefully away In the basket. But they wouldn’t always drop 
In this manner. Many and many a time through the dearing 
smoke, have we seen onr bird leaving for parts unknown. At 
different places In the vicinity of our home would we enjoy 
warbler shooting, there were tlw willows along the Little Taka- 
wana, where the black-throated greens, and the redstarts, and a 
host of others used to frequent. Along the creek were the 
block polls, the blue-yellow backs and prairies were to tte woods 
and oi^aid. In Clifton woods we would sometimes get the blue- 
winged yellow warbler, a curious little bird that m^e a noise 
like a grasshopper. Bill always had good luck with the Connecti¬ 
cut warblers In the Fall along the edges of the stubble fields. 
One Spring be shot a mourning warMer that was a rare tak--, 
and we had a long talk oyer it Sloes vrs hays hsd a teste of 
real sport, have followed our setters through the maxy swamps 
and across the stubbles, and have bogged ducks on the Florida 
lakes and the Chesapeake, wsrbler-sbooting seems like a child¬ 
ish pastime, yet, on looking over our cabinets, many a little 
bird-skin calls op pleasant recollections, and each returning 
Spring brings with it the old desire to gather some of the little 
favorites whieh so many pass by unnoticed.

ginning of the last season. Next season, mark my words, you 
will hear from these Identical sportsmen reporting qnalls plenti¬ 
ful, and secretly thanking the Cuvier for the then very necessary 

laws. 

A finer body of gentlemen sportsmen never met than our Cuvier 
Club; by our I mean the sportsmen of Ohio. They aro always 
willing to aid the Interest of the true and gentlemanly sports¬ 
man. And always—how far different from the majority of so- 
called game protective clubs—ready to arrest and prosecute any 
one, rich or poor, who dares break the game laws.

My name is not enrolled on tbe long list of Its members, my 
finances forbidding me; but I am a very frequent visitor with 
stranger sportsmen to the club and game exhibition rooms to 
feast my greedy eyes snd Imagination on their game birds, which 
Chas. Drury, the club's taxidermist, has made so nearly lifelike. 

The exhibition room Is dome shaped, with cases and shelves 
loaded down with game birds, animals, etc. Everything, In 
fact, which will Interest and get a sportsman enthusiastic, can be 
seen there. It has, without doubt, the finest collection of game 
birds of any sportsman’s club In the Union. I hope, and not at 
a very distent day, to have tbe honor of being enrolled as one of 
Its proud members. CoL Harris, one of the oldest sportsmen In 
this county. Is the Cuvier’s worthy president.

Kditok CxicaOo Fibld.—S oms complelnt bee been made Uut 
Vol. I. M. A. K. C. Stud Book li ot “no eecount," 
tha t It doee not meet the wenti ot the Amerlenu breeder 
u n work of reference; that the cleMlflcatlone are In 
many Inetancea wrong; that it la Incomplete In point 
ot entrtea, aadly Incomplete; that It contains a great deal ot nae- 
laaa matter, or matter that could hare been greatly condenaed to 
proportions lU Importance entitles It to. Only two generations are 
glren, and then a golf la Sxed that breeders ten and twenty years 
from now never will be able to see across. Instead ot getting 
the most Information In the smallest possible space, tbU pioneer 
volume baa the appearance ot a strained effort to make op a book 
that could be sold tor two dollars, giving the least poraible In¬ 
formation In the greatest possible space. ComplalnU have been 
made, the compiler has been held op to ridicule as an author, 
which Is all wrong; but no one has suggested an Improvement. 
Our stud book la an fmllation of that of Oreat Britain, a bare¬ 
faced piracy of another work, totally devoid of a single Ameri¬ 
can Idea as regards originality and enterprise. An Imitation of 
the Engllah work will not do In America as a foundation upon 
which to build future American volumes. Tbe last English 
hook has another volume behind It, and another behind that, 
and still another, and so on until the founUln head Is reached. 
In America we must have a book, a foundation volume, that will 
embrace all tbe Information contained In all tbe volumes of the 
English work, as relates to tbe dogs In this country, or It will 
never give satisfaction. That su^ a work should have been 
originally published here In lieu of the one we now have. Is evi¬ 
dent to everyone Interested In tbe preservation of pedigrees; and 
that such a work could have been published at no additional ex¬ 
pense over tbe cost of the one we now have, I will, In tbe course 
of this paper, demonstrate. 

An American stud book, tbe first volume, ought to contain the 
name of every pedigreed dog In America—not a select few whose 
owners are willing to pay twenty-five cents for tbe privilege of 
representation—a^ tbe matter should be so arranged and the 
work so compiled, that the full ytdigm, togtther vWi Ou lurform- 
anees of all the dog'$ ancetlort can be made out for nwp dog 
named <n the book—five to ten thousand In number, for that 
matter. 

Tou say this will be a vory great undertaking. Not so very 
great Tou think It will make a volume as large as Webster. 
No It won’t A volume tbe sixe of the one we now have will do, 
If tbe matter Is put In nonpareil type, and the margin that Is 
wasted In our present book Is utilised. No one man Is compe¬ 
tent to edit this book. A selection should be made for polntera; 
an editor secured for English setters, one for Gordons, one for 
Irish, one for spaniels and cross-bred dogs; each fitted for bis 
work, and they should all work hand In hand together. Persons 
competent, I think, will step forward and offer to do this work 
lor nothing, if an Invitation Is extended to them. 

Tbe cbai^ng of twenty-five cente for pnbllsblng pedigrees 
thould be done sway w«A inetanfer. Circulars sbonld be sent to all 
breeders asking tbe name, sex, age, color, marking and/wtf 
known pedigree and winnings of all tbe dogs they own; and a 
blank to fill out, giving the name and poet-office address of every 
person they know owning a pedigreed dog, should also be sent 
them. As fast as names of owners turn up Information should 
be asked for until It gras all In. 

It la enough to sell tbe book. If the book Is complete It will 
sell and command a good price. If It la Incomplete It will be sup¬ 
ported by a few public spirited dog men only from a sour of duty, 
as our last one was. We do not want an object of charity to fill 
the place of stud book In America. By naming all dogs we 
Interest everybody and Insure a good demand for the book. 
Demanding twenty-five cents for naming a dog Is gMng notice (n 
advance Okat the book edit be incomplete. This system If Introduced 
Into any other branch of the directory bnalneas would result In a 
sure case of bankruptcy. It costa just as much to set tbe type 
for an edition of one hundred copies as It does for one bundr^ 
thousand—the composition being the principal expense. This 
being tbe case, looking at tbe thing In a pecuniary point of view, 
will It not pay better to make a satisfactory, complete and pei^ 
feet work that will be songht after not only In the near future, 
but when you and I have retired from tbe stage, reader. In pref¬ 
erence to such a one as tbe N. A. K. C. Stud Book, Vol. IT A 
book should be set up, tbe merits of which will justify the ex¬ 
pense of stereotyping. 

Here It my plan of classification. If anyone has a better one, 
or If anyone can snggeat an Improvement, I am sure the Cmicaoo 
Fibld will be only too glad to give their views publicity. Sup¬

Now, 1st sny one nndurstsndlog the msnnsr ot maUng up 
pedigrees take Nan or Spike and make out their full pedigree and 
prrformancee of aO lAelr aneeetore as fsr as known, trra tbe en¬ 
tries here shown. Nan and Spike may be but two dogs out of a 
tbouaaod whote pedlgreea can be tra^ back to Hntcblnaon’a 
Bob within ten years. 

Hutchinson’s Bob la not an American dog. It la true, and be may 
at Brat glance seem out ot place in an American kennel register, 
but It will afford great aatlafactlon In after years to have him 
there, that In the compilation of pedigrees we can dive to tbe 
bottom. It will be observed then that this plan attempts to give 
■neb information as will enable any person In poteeaeion of a 
copy of the Register to make out tbe fall pedigree ot any dog 
named <n tSeteork whenever It may please him to do so. The matter 
will not take up soy mors space to tbe same number of entries. 
If as much apace, as do the entries In the N A. K. C. Stud Book. 
Where that work gives but two generations, this will give tbe 
uhiAe bueintee. Where that book>ells one copy, this, on account 
of Ita completeness sad number of peraous Interested In It, would 
sell half s doieo. 

Tbe entries under the head of noted sires and dams, and Im¬ 
ported doga and bitches would occupy space depending upon the 
length ot their pedigreec and number of their wloulugs. But the 
eotriee under both Uieee claaaee would be comparaUvely few in 
number In an American kennel regieter ae complete as it should 
be. The progeny of the Imported doge and tbe natives, of which 
we have plenty of good ones now, would form tbe great body of 
matter, the entries being very short And just here is where we 
inve epace, that goes to waste in tbe N.. A. K. C. Stud Book. 

After tbe labor attendant upon the preparation of the founda¬ 
tion volume was completed the work would be an easy matter 
In after years. Tbe original volume sbonld be atereotyped (as 
well aa others) so that editlona could be printed to meet tbe 
demand. The o^nal volume would always be In demand, and 
as to ancceeding annual volumes, a one-bundred-page work at 
$1.00 per copy would fill the bill each year. 

A new volume ot the Stud Book la soon to be published. 
Tbe question la, then, are we to have a duplicate of Volume I, or 
are we to have something worth eupportlng and paying fort A 
standard guide for tbe future, or an expensive plaything for the 
preaenti 

My experience and obtervatlon ■■ a compiler and directory pub¬ 
lisher, which modest eaUlug baa occupied my atteutlou for many 
years, baa been that people desire, above all other thinga In a 
directory, eompleteneu. If a compiler neglects this, he Is just as 
sure to fiaile out eventually as tbe enn rises and acta. A stud 
book Is no exception to ihe general rule, and I fancy those who 
paid $8.00 for the one we now have sigh and groan when they 
think of another one coming. In a buslneaa point of view, the 
N. A. K. Club aa a stud book pubUaher baa dteappMoted tbe 
public, created a bad Impreasiou, which Impression being 
a first Impression will be a lasting one, and aomethlng needs to 
be done to revive public confidence—a masterly effort la called 
for now In the preparation ot the next work. 

Brother Holabird advertises a fiah-hook which be aaya “ once 
tried you will never use another.” A great many people, I opine, 
feel just that way as regards our Stud Book now existing.

This was certainly a step 
In the right direction, but as old Drake la dead, It la ■■ well to 
have a raminder of Sir Richard Oarth’a or Mr. Lloyd Prioa't great 
celebrity, and to no one will begrudge tbe oogDomeu to a de- 
aceudant of the champion, provided be la worthy of tbe honor. 
This I am told will be the com aa regardi the Sporting Dog and 
Field Trial Company’s Dnke, aa be baa tha reputation of balag a 
vary haodaooM dog indoed, and a brlUlont parfonaer In the 11^ 
Aa a rule I do not aay anything about do^ until I hnva aeon 
thorn, oa I Ilka to troat my opiniont to my own eyea only; but I 
bava made aa excaptloa In tha caoe of Drake, oa I bad a good 
opinion expreoaed to me about him before tte Company bought 
him, and, moreover, I know that I shall have aa early oppo^-

■ort of way bafbra. It woa almoat a new am In the aporttng dog 
world, and dnee that time pace has bean, parbapa, a little too 
much thought of at tho exponoe tomettmoa of nose and judldoos 
quBitorlng. However, than waa plante of In-brod pointer blood 
In Drake, which would Inauro an abundanoa ot the beat quallUet, 
provided It waa properly croeaed with aultable atralna. I think It 
probable that Drake waa very badly aa wdl aa judldoudy bred, 
too, for, like all doga of great reputation, be had every aort aent 
to him during the several yean be woa at the atud, and I have 
teen some vary middling Onkea aa wall aa aoma very good onaa. 
Two or three, howevar, bred from him with judgment from hla 
aarliaat days, and no one waa more Ukdy to do so than Edward 
Armatrong, who took over a portion ot Mr. Oarth’a stud of 
pointers, when he became manager of Vlocoont Downe’i kennd. 
Amongit this lot woa Mara, a very Inbred eon ot Drake, aa hit 
dam lute was Drake’s grandmotlier, though ben wia very fine 
blood, and I abould say tbe best part ot Drake’s compoatUon, aa 
1 Inherited the fullest abara of Lord Derby’s sort. Man 
showed In-bred pointer qualltlea, aa be waa brimful of point, and, 
although ahowlng nothing like the speed of bis alre, ha had beau¬ 
tiful style, and It was a right to seo him work. Hla atoek, when 
even unbroken, were Innately fond of hunting, and would go 
■croea country finding game, and standing to It without any pre¬ 
vious Inatructloo, as I have seen In the case of one or two ot hla 
daughten that have been In my poeaeerion. It was, therefore, 
good groundwork lo start upon with anch a dog as Mars in tbe 
kennel, and Armstrong baa dung to the sort by frequently croca- 
tng Into It, after getting fresh blood from Lord Sefton'e. The 
result of this sort ot breeding Is fully represented In the Sport¬ 
ing Dog and Field Trial Company’s Drake, as he was got by 
Bang, by Bounce out of Jilt, and Bounce was a eon of old 
Drake’s out ot Nell, tbe dam of Drake being* by Lord Sefton’e 
Sam, theatre ot Faust, out ot Romp, by Mare, her dam, Grace, 
stater to Bounce, by old Drake out of Nell, whilst JUt was by 
Mars out of Lord Sefton’a Ruby. There Is some loteMuoesIng of 
■trains here, Including four bite to old Drake, of which two llnee 
are through Mare, and altogether the young Drake Is a beauU- 
fnlly bred dog, as there has been no better cross Into the Drake 
family than Lord Sefton’a Sam, by Mr. Statter’e Major, who was 
got by old Major out ot the Mite, above meotloned, es the dam 
of Hare, and the granddam of Drake. Therefore, It looks on 
paper that the Company’s young dog bis more old Drake, or 
rather Lord Derby's Mite, In him than almoat any dog Id England, 
except the occupants at present of Viscount Downe'a kennel. It 
Is remarkable bow well all this blood has hit when crossed and 
re-crossed back again, aa Mr. Pllkington’a tamoos kennel Is com¬ 
posed a good deal of Lord Sefton’e Sam and Drake, and rumor 
aaya that Mr. Statter baa sometblog out ol the conimoa igaln by 
Faust, to whom be bred with bitches etralolng straight from 
Major. Tbe Company have been following my recipe ot breed¬ 
ing this young Dr^e to the descendants of Price's Bang; as, 
for Instance, 1 am told that they have a Utter of puppies by him 
now out of lister to Y. Bang and Bow, and another litter by him 
out of Bangles, sister to Priam and Scamp, by T. Bang out of 
Teal, by Lord Downe’a Mars, so, hitting to tbe line again, Drake 
should bit T. Bang or Hike bitches well, and if be cornea out at 
tbe Spring trials as good ae be Is reported to be, the Company 
poaseaa a sire worth every consideration from pointer breeders.— 
Betl'e Life.

Editor Cbioaoo Fibld;— Mr. Bryson loses his temper In Ills 
latest effusion In the Chioaoo Fikld. He Is a yiedh though not 
the pink ot perfection, nor la he the jewel called consistency. 
Forgetting that he himself Is tbe eggreeaor In this controverey 
he accuses me of making a penonallty, and also of perrerting 
facte, yet falls to sustain the charge. He states that hla letter of 
March tbe 6tb te referred to by me as bearing the date of March 
15. Tbe allnalOD that I made to this letter was In tbe following 
language. “ About tbe middle of March, etc.” I was writing 
from memory at the time and did not recollect the exact date of 
hla letter. Hr. Bryson alao states that this letter of March the 
fitb waa the last written by him bearing on tbe subject. On tbe 
contrary, I can produce ooeot ble letters lo reference to the same 
matter, dated March 18. 

Hla second indictment Is, that be la unable to find Id hie letter 
the etatement that I bad to run all or none ot bis challengee. 

I will quote him from his letter of 87th ot February. “ Tbe 
chaUeoge was made as a ultolc. If you uUl accept it ae given we 
wOI rwn aa aoon as we can gat tbe judges and referee together ” 
(the Italics are my own). Now If this language did not mean 
that I muat run aU three ot bte challrnget or there would be no 
race, then I failed to understand It. If Mr. Bryson bad deelred 
to represent me fairly, be would bare puBIlabed our entire cor- 
reapoodence Instead ot aupprearing a portion ot It He also 
itatee In hla letter ot Feb. 87 the following; “Tbe lost part of 
the challenge rajutring no ndee we can run that flret, etc." In 
tha face ot this he eaya that I claimed the victory In a race run 
under the earns oondiUone. I presume that be alludes to the 
victory at Florence. Everyone knows that we ran that race' 
under a set of rules agre^ on between na, and differed alto¬ 
gether from the last part of hla chaUenge, which be states re¬ 
quired no rules. 

The original race waa luaugurated by Mr. Bryson In May and 
run In December, and hence le exactly as remote at one arrenged 
In April and ran in November ai I proposed. Tbe great blue In- 
alnnator who refiects on othen, leaned hla manifesto at the duf 
ot tha hunting aeaeon, thinking himself safe, but It led to loss of 
money and temper. 

He named as judge In the March race one whom he' selected 
and we rejected In December reoe, so he knea In advance this It¬ 
self would pnt off tbe race. Alao be knew that Febraary closed 
the Mrd eeaaon at Joe’s home, while Gladstone waa In half an 
hour’s ran of Arkanaaa, where there la no prohibition. Glad¬ 
stone oonld be worked every day, while Joe would have no chance 
for work. 

Hla atatemant that the throe different chaliengea wera one, I* 
praonmptlva and arrooeona; they naltbar said or Implied any- 
thlog savoring of It; they were all aswerad aa prtnt^, and he 
atthor aatd wbat bo did not mnan or mnant what ha never lald. 

Be atatea that I being aaanred tbrongfa the preoa and by pri¬ 
vate eommnnioatloa from himaalf, that thla aoaaon would does 
hla connaetloa with private triolo, I hantened to ventilate mvielf 
and tell wbat 1 wonld do a year beooe, and that I took care to 
azelnde hla “fiortem lariw.” I have thla to reply: Mr. Bryton 
told oa at Floranoa that be wonld never ran another private 
trial; yet la a tew days froo that time be wrote hla faoona thrae- 
noraared ehaUaaga or ohallaagaa. if he changed hit mind In 
one eaaa waa It urtaaonablo to baUava that ha might ehaagt It 
■galnl Tharetera I oSared to ran aoxt FaU, and lo Uan of hie 
toMpm Mir I oSarad one of my own—$1,600 a aide In a race ol 
>r<teps.

Faahlona In Dog Flesh. 

Foahlon In dog fieah la a carloaa anbject for contemplation, 
but It la nevertheleea an inteieatlng one. When the variona 
breeda which have occnpled tbe blgheat poalOon In the eatimatlon 
of tbe public come to be conaldered, tbe truth of the aphotiam 
that every dog haa hla day la forcibly brought before na. The 
rage to poaaeoa St. Bernarda haa aomewbat cooled before tbe 
advance In later yeara of maatlffa, and tbe ownership of the 
former breed baa lapaed Into the banda of a amall bat aelect body 
of admirers. Irish wolf-honnds are practically extinct, pace Hr. 
O. A. Graham, but German mastiffs aeem taking root amongst 
aa. Unfortunately for themselves, however, all the larger breeda 
require space and special care, which precludes their being kept 
la numbers In Intermural kennels, and the affections of the pub¬ 
lic have perforce to be directed towards the leaser varletlea of 
dog. Here at the present lime the fox-terrier reigns supreme. 
Presenting as this class of dogs does snch a diversity of type and 
coloring, It can hardly he a nutter for aatonlabment that his 
friends are legion. A fox-terrier Is nsually a peaceably Inclined 
and vlvaclons dog, and even If not pretty, may have those pretty 
ways which endear him to a certain class, whose great ambition 
la tbe acquisition of something with hair on It that will bark. To 
such, the excess of three or four pounds over the correct standard 
of heaviness does not depreciate tbe value of their pets; and as 
there Is always a variety of gaudily-marked dogs In the sale-list, 
a deficiency In symmetry can be compensated for by plenty of 
pretty spou. However, with all their present popnlarlty, fox- 
terriers must look to their laurels, for Irish terriers are surely 
gaining ground. Patriotism and love of what they call their 
“ national dog," baa caused our friends across tbe Channel to 
exert themselves to the uttermost to push the Irish terrier; and 
their efforts are now bearing fruit, and will bear more. In toys, 
tbe little black-and-tan terrier baa almost gone from sight, aa 
ladles now prefer a more robnat companion, and a collie is more 
often seen than tbe pigmy black-and-tan in tbe society of the 
gentler aex. Pngs have held their own, but Yorkshire terriers are 
but seldom met with beyond the limits of their native county. 
Toy spaniels ouy be reckoned aa looking up, but the attention 
which must be devoted to their toilets renden them, as it does 
Maltese and Yorkshires, a trouble to their owners which the lat¬ 
ter are often glad to escape. Dachahnnda were at one time, and 
that not long ago, looked upon as the coming race of dog, but 
their reign was brief and Inglorious. 

Having thus referred to £gs which ate looked upon as pets, It 
may be well to tom for a moment to the varloos sorts of vermin 
dogs, which have been popular from time to time. Here there 
has been but little change, tba Dandies, Skyes, and Scotch ter¬ 
riers of the North, and Ihe bull and black-and-tan terriers of this 
country, and the Irish terrlera, having managed to retain their 
several supporters In the face of every opposition. This being 
so, it would be dangerous to prophesy 111 luck for any of them, 
but It might be safely hinted that, as vermin dogs, the bull ter¬ 
rier, tbe Irish terrier, and the Skye, are superior to tbe other 
varletlea most usually aasodated with this class of sport. 

A somewhat curious system adopted by admirers of certain 
clasaea of dogs la the custom of Improving tbe appearance of these 
varieties by recourse to mutilation. Tbe ears of certain working 
breeds of terriers are cropped for beauty and for nse, we know, 
but what advantage la there in removing the tall of the toy span¬ 
iel or a fox-terrterl In former days both Dalmatians and pngs 
used to have their ears entirely removed, but of late tbe barbarous 
practice has been dlacouttnued. As r^iards tbe clipping of a 
poodle, opinions differ with respect to tbe orthodox crop, many 
bolding for the style of one professional cUpper, whilst other 
fanciers patronise bis rival; all which conaldaratlona tend to 
prove that In dogs, aa In other things, ao much depends on 
caprice that there Is even yet a chance for the moat uninviting 
and unlovable to succeed with patience. 

Tbe prejndlce which la evinced against bull doga—chiefly by 
those who display their Ignorance of the breed by what they say 
against them—la we presuma too deeply rooted ever to be re¬ 
moved. But Inquiries of the frightened ones If they ever knew a 
peraon bitten by a bull dog, will generally extract a reluctant neg¬ 
ative from the very persona who moat loudly denounced tbe breed. 
" It looks so formidable," la a constant remark about a dog whose 
slse and stature cause him to be hla master’s pride; and this 
Judgment, to hastily formed, has often caused moat grievous dis¬ 
comfort to a faithful dog.—Ales Slock Jotmml.

I take as much sulphur as will make two good slaed pllla,aad a 
UtU9 to opMOy Id Um pdIb of ny hAad; I Umb pot oooonh imtof 
oU on It to dampen It, to I can moke tba pUU; I then drop from 
ten to twelve drops of turpentine Into the center, mix all together, 
and make two plUa I then lake one In as light a as 

pottlble. between finger and thumb, so that It will not iUrk to 
da|^ (and Ihe first tew timet yon try It yon will fiod It quite a 
Xk>) open the dog's mouth and push It as w doom the throat as 
poaelble; all the time holding the head at well up as pneelMa antU 
twallowad. I give the second one at same uma (they are made la 
two pills to as not to be too large. After tU bom from 
one to two tableepoonfnls of castor oU, and If there are any 


worms they will come away, aU u dead aa If they never bad any 
life, and wtthont any bad effect to tbe dog. Be tore and not to 
forget the castor oil In elx houra. 

Perhaps In extreme cases 1) would be neeeaasry to work 
quicker, but I have cored etacka of dogs In the last fifteen years 
In ^ manner, and I have never lost one cate, and It hot been 
aU I have ever used. My aucceat hu been toch that In my 
district tbe boys all come to me to have their d^ cured If they 
tove worme—and It does pot cost them anything. If anybody 
will follow my directions fia here given, they will find it a sure 
cure every ttme without any bad efftet. I omitted to tay that tbe 
dote mentioned la for a pup from four to tlx months old; Increase 
or diminish according to age, although I have never given over 
twenty drape of turpentine. 

If you would like to have It, I will write yon another aitlcle on 
distemper In reply to Mr. Barges and A. Oonlte. My treatment 
U entirely different from anything I have over seen In print, 
although I ^ all works 1 can get In reference to tbe dog. In 
my ^e I wlU treat upon bow tbe disease commences, and fol¬ 
low It through tbe different stages. It la the reanlt of practical ex-

Editob CHioaeo Fibld ;—Reading In your very valuable paper 
several Items npon the subject of worms in dogs, I am prompted 
to give what information I possess for the benefit of my brother 
sportsmen, my object being solely to benefit others. 

My experience has taught me tbe lose medicine given to pup¬ 
pies the better, as one-half the dogs are killed by medldne. My 
advice It, give plen^ of nourishing food, often, and In small 
quutltl^ Peed puppies say five or six times a day on boUsd 
milk ADD rlCD. Some ihrltBrt cUdm milk to b© poUon to puppie©. 
but I hAT© AlwAyt Q©©d lt| Aud D©T©r bud oo© dl© from It© us© j©t. 

After puppies commence to feed nicely, give them good beef 
soup with plenty of vegetables boiled In It (not forgetting to add 
plenty of onions); thicken with muab, made from com or oatmeal. 
You then give your puppies what medldne takes away—strength. 
That Is the foundation. Then should their owners choose to give 
them medicine for worms, they can do so, bnt care should be 
taken to administer to those only which Aose leomu, which can 
be plainly teen by tbe swelling of their bellies; then, and only 
then, administer m^ldne. 

The following Is what I have always used with success; Jalap, 
10 grains; powdered aloes, 3 grains; calomel, 1 grain; cowhage, 
y dram. Mix with batter or lard, and give early In the morning 
before feeding, and In tbe course of two hours ^ve a little warm 
soup. By watching the puppies Its effects will be seen.

Food for the Cnnip and In Distemper.

A Visit to HoUbird.

Editob Chicago Field :—While on a trip to the Kankakee 
marshes some two weeks ago, I called upon that courteous 
sportsman, Mr. W. H. Holabird, of Valparaiso, Ind., and re¬ 
ceived so much kindness at his hands that I take this opportunity 
to return my thanks for gentlemanly treatment and favors that 
no stranger could reasonably expect, but which are none the lest 
acceptable and deserve recognition. 

This generous boepllality, so prominent a characteristic among 
sportsmen. It, I know, accepted by a large number—thank heaven 
they are In tbe minority—as a matter of course, and thns, at 
times, la our faith in our brothers shaken; but when a chance Is 
offered and the favors returned, oftentimes with additional Und- 
nesses, then all the better feelings come to tbe surface again, and 
we are willing to entertain aa best we may, tbongh our poor 
efforts may not seem to be appreciated. As a role those who ex¬ 
pect the most give the least In return, and usually tee that gen¬ 
erous provision Is made for themselves, regardless of tbe feeUngs 
of othere. It, too. Is tbe nature of tome to entertain all of the 
craft who come, regardless of pedigree or present condition, never 
looking for anything In return, directly or Indirectly, and feeling 
content at having broo the instrument of a momentary pleasure 
to otbers These are exceptions, too, but none the less deserving 
of gratitude, because of the kindness being nnlveraal and no re¬ 
ciprocation expected. 

Mr. H. showed us through hla kennels. Among tbe notables 
are the pair of Imported Irish water spaniels, Barney and Judy; 
a very handsome black pointer bitch called Bllx, and tbe floe 
lemon and white English setter Quince, who is well broken on 
all game birds. Mr. H. gave us a chance to testify to tbe good 
field qualities of Quince, by driving us out to the snipe meadows. 
Three rises and two birds rewarded ns. It being a few days too 
early In the season to make a respectable bag on snipes. We used 
Mr. H.’s own gun, which Is not of the gas-plpe variety, and when 
urgent bnstnesa called our entertainer away he turned us over to 
the kind graces of his man Billy, who produced a Hotchkiss 
rifle and tried to trot out the wolves for our edification; but they 
trotted tbe wrong way. This man Billy Is a genius In his way. 
He Is recently from England, where tbe form of government and 
tbe laws of primogeniture teach Its subjects that there Is some¬ 
one else In tbe world besides themselves. They are not to In¬ 
flated with the idea of liberty and freedom of speech as to be 
above their boatneas, and ninety of every one hundred know 
nothing of selfishness. William (he wlU pardon me) has an 
original way of finding the exact physical condition of each 
canine under his direction, by taking their breath every morning. 
This may, with practice, prove very effective In telling the dog’s 
condition, but if the Job were oun Mr. H. wonld find that we con¬ 
sidered cologne ao indltpeotable article of food for dogs. An 
Invitation to hunt snipe next Fall over Quince does not grow less 
In memory, and we most heartily hope to be able to accept it. Of 
our varied success on the Kankakee we may speak at another 
time.

Thu Engligh Kennel CInb Rnlen. 

The English Kennel Club have revised their'code of rules 
adopted In 1874. They are to take effect at any show held under 
their auspices after tbe first day of June. The following are the 
Important changes : 

A Every dog exhibited at a show held under tbe Kennel Club 
rules most, prevloas to tbe time of entry for such show, be 
entered In a registry of names kept by the Kennel Club at their 
offices, 39a, Pall Mall, London, B. W. A charge of one shilling 
each dog will be made for registration. ~A nlme that has been 
already assumed and dnly registered In tbe Kennel Club Registry, 
or entered In any published number of tbe Kennel Club cJendar 
and Stud-book, by tbe owner of a dog of the same breed, cannot 
be registered, unless by a distinguishing name or number. If 
tbe name of a dog Is changed the new name will require to be 
registered also. 

4. Doga that are already enterad in any publltbed number of 
tbe Kennel Club Calendar and Btud-book are exempt from tbe 
above rule, provided their names remain nnebanged. 

18. No dog or Mtoh shall be entitled to be called a champion 
that has not won four first prises at shows registered In the Stud¬ 
books, one of tbe four flrri prises being In a champion class. 
An extra prise for the best of two or more classes, a prise In a 
Variety c l a ss, or a prise In a class exclntlvaly tor puppies under 
twelve months old, shall not count as awin. If a first prise srln- 
ner Is dlsqnallflad the next dog In order of merit as placed by the 
Judge shall be considered flrat, and the win shall count in every 
respect the same aa If It hod been tbe original award. An equal 
cbamplon or first prise shall bs counted as a win' to both dogs. 

lA Ao objectloa to a dog must be made to the committee or 
secretary of the show at any Ume within fourteen days from tba 
last day of tbe show. The objsctioa must be la writl^, and the 
objector must at the some time lodge a sum of Al la the hands 
of the commlttoe or seerataiy, which deposit shall, If the objec¬ 
tion Is proved to be frlvoloaa, be forfeited.

only recovered It this month; It was a perfect skeleton, coveted 
with Uce, sad fuU of worms. I wssbed It with a strong solutloo 
“ sulphurst potaaslum;” aftsr waiting an hour, I gave her a good 
scrubbing In warm soap suds, then a good rinsing with cold 
water. Mixed one dram of gun powder In lard and gave it to 
heron an empty stomach once dally for three days, plenty of 
exercise sad fed on nothlug but cooked fish and potatoes. She 
would seise a large live pickerel, shake It as a terrier would a 
rat, and eat part of It Tiro weeks of such treatment has made 
her fit for a bench show. More than half the dogs die from too 
much care, physic and want of exerdse. In distemper I give two 
or three drops of tlnet aconite root, as found In the drug stores, 
three times a day, keep in a warm bed away from draft, but out 
of doors, and In bad cases I rowel the chest and back of the 
bead keeping bowels open with warm lard and onion juice. Mash 
the onion up and atew In the lard. I never use castor oil, as It 
sickens not only dogs but people. I hsve yet to lose a dog from 
distemper. Readers, please don’t criticise my esnine-pathy, but 
try It Poor Carver I HU frog diet has made him hopping mad.

Editor Chicaoo Fiild; —I have frequently teid in your 
vtlusble JonrDal,Tery Interesting accounts of expeditions In quest 
of tbe different members of tbe feathered tribe, and altbongh tbe 
beg* made are a great deal larger than thoae obtained by the 
sportsmen about here and to tbe Eastern State* generally, the 
enjoyment received In following tbe pursuit, and the enthusiasm 
of tbe sportsmen of tbe West are certainly of no greater extent 
If you will not object, I will relate tbe history of a duck shoot en¬ 
joyed by your correspondent In company with a friend who has 
spent tbe best days of hit life In ahooting, sod traveled over 
the greater portloD of tbe country In finding It Last Winter be 
spent two month* In tbe northern portion of Mtasiiaippl, with 
rlfie and ihot-gun. 

Henry C. Carr, la tbe name of as true a aportamen aa ever palled 
tbe trigger of a shot-gun, snd his home Is on a cove—a pretty one 
—named after hIs family’* oame, and belonging to Cayuga Lake, 
about ten miles distant from tbit plaoe. We had prevtouily 
made arrangementawlth him to post us when the blue-bUIs should 
get to feeding with Impunity In bis cove, and aolemnly assured 
him that Dothlng would prevent nt being there on time. We 
had been looking tor a dispatch from him all day long but srlth- 
out sucecs*. In tbe evening my friend called me out of a theat¬ 
rical entcrtalamant, and with a peculiar smile upon bli face, 
baoded me a yellow envelope and requested me to read It* con- 
teota. I did so with mingled feelings of fear and trepldatlou. 
And this It what it aeld: “ Be on band at daylight to-morrow 
morning.” It «aa already after nine o'clock; the night 
without was of pitchy darknaat, and the wind bowled cold ti^ 
tbe South. Tba news was good, but received a little later than 
most aportamen, no matter bow entbaatattle,would have rellthed. 
There was a ten-mlla drive at night, over faarfnny rough roads, 
between home and Carr’s Cove, and tba prospect was not cbeerfnl. 
But there was the dispatch with nnmlstekable Import and no no- 
certsinty In Its tone. It meant “ there are docks In tbe Oov* 
watting tor the powder and shot of cboke-bored gnnt.” Wbat 
should be douel Why, leeva everything, end t^e n night’* ride 
for tbe sport that Is tore to be found In Carr’s Cove on the mor¬ 
row. Tba conndl of war over, nothing was left nodone to make 
everything pleasant and ’tgrvetbl* at poaslMe. Shell* war* roon 
loaded, gnus and ammnnitlon packed, shooting jsekata donned, 
horse* baited, and refretbmenia praperod for tbe Inner man, jns* 
prevtoustoblsdepartare, which bad bean arrsn god for two o'clock 
a. m ; tba work of prepsrttloo ooming to an erd, tbe time began to 
bang heavily, tor midnight or thareabonta, I* not at bast, a very 
remarkably fast moving period of time, whan one Is awake and 
dMag BothlDg in pertlcnlar. Bleep was attempted but the at- 
tem^ proved to be vain. Every aportsmao knows kow that It. 
Bat the tlma gndonlly woe* nwny, aanlttad, tongvnst extant, by 
■torlsaof wbat had baan doo* In th* past. Tba enp of hot cot- 
foe was than pnaan d tronnd, and soon after we warn on car way, 
bound tor Onrr*B Oovn. Wa latUad throngh th* atreet* of 
Anburn, la lb* dead of night, nad ont Into th* oonatry,wlMr* ”oar 


foaming ateed” was polled down lo n walk to anvn our own heed* 
and oeoka And at that pace, with few ezceptloas,we eontlnned 
onr way. 

The streaks of light ware growing vMhls bafon w* drove Into 
genial Haary Carr's dooryard, and terra /Irma we* ranched with 
dUBcolty, to atlflaoad had limbs and body become wltb tba long, 
alow ride In tbe face of the bitter cold wind. But there wa were| 
and a gentle whoop brought step on the wlDdow-p«ne,aodavolce 
■•TlDK. " on. 111 be out lo a minnta.” And In less than 
that time, an attractive looking man, with broad expanae of 
shoulden, becoming height and bropsed featurea, made his ap- 
paaianoa and toalsted In the dnllea that demanded attention. He 
said that everything betokened a good day’s sport; the wind was 
right, and there were over n hundred blue-blllt In tbe cove, feed¬ 
ing. We did not waste much time In getting down to tbe boats, 
where Charlie Carr made hla appeaiauoe, and my friend a’epped 
Into hi* host, while I planted myaelf In tbe stern of Henry’s. 
Tbe birds were only a few rod* away,and before we reached, over 
a large Bock of duck* sroae and tailed and streamed ont Into tbe 
lake. A few more decoy duck* were added to tbe alreedy large 
fiock that bad been there for a day or to, tba boat was bidden 
away, we occupied tbe blind and awaited raault*. Meanwhile, 
similar events bad been going oo In the nelgfaborbood of Charlie 
Carr’* blind. My friend “ I^ ” and myself entertained tlmlltr 
feelings, probably, at that moment Each was willing for tbe 
work of earnarn and destruction to begin. '* Look out,” re¬ 
mark* Henry, ‘‘There's one coming In on tbe right” But Just 
then tbe duck sheared off. H. gives tbe call enr-r-r-rk, a perfect 
Imitation of the blue-bill, and thus aiuwered,tbe duck once more 
returnee hit fatal course. Now he swings, now be bows bis wings, 
and finally tails right into tbe middle of the decoys; but Just be¬ 
fore be settles, and while bl* feet and wing* are expanded and be 
tipped back, thowlog tbe whole length of bla white breast away 
down to bis tall, the first gun Is fired, a duck keala Into the water, 
a bunch of feathers Boat away with the wind, while a pair of 
wings beat a death tattoo on tba turfaca of Cayuga Lake. A 
puff of amoks It then seen on the point where " Doe ” landed, 
closely followed by another. A I'Kk of four blae-bllls bad swung 
In too dote, and n pair were teen to let go their hold and tnmble 
headlong Into the water, turning over and over In their downward 
Bight, and bark I Even while they are falling, pang—pang, then 
were beard tbe reports of the gun; that’s right, tumble them I and 
let us bear the music of the guns. 

Tbe ducks now began to come In at a lively rate and the shoot 
log became rapid and quick from both bough house*. Many ducks 
came In one at a tlma and they did not go out again, tome of 
them being handsomely stopp^ by Carr, whi It one of the fioest 
and qnlckeat shot* In the conntry. Pairs came In and once In a 
while fonr and five. Some came In with bowed wingt as If to 
stool and then sailed away cutalde back Into the lake again, 
where thev would wheel and come up once more, eventually 
pasalog out of alght without having once given an opportunity 
for a ahot. They were wary fellowa aud bad und ubt^y been 
ahot at before, perhapa by some of the boyt who run up and 
down the shores of the lake with old single muakets, to tbe great 
aDDoysDce of the legitimate shooter. 

” Mark, there comes five to stool. Let them light.” Aa they 
alight and swim together, as If to visit and atk queatlona of one 
another, one barrel 1* given to them and as they rite In the air 
another. Three out of fire I In the meantime the war had been 
conttnued on the ducka on the other point with great vigor and 
mneh tncoeis, but they were not atoollng lo well there, and long 
and many were the glances that " Doc ” cast In my direction 
where they came In ao fast aa to need the services of two gnns. 
All the time the wind persevered and did Its almost to drive ns 
ont, the Bccommodatlona for sitting down, were ae all anch are, 
and there were many unpleasant things connected wltb the sport, 
but none of It received any notice natll a loll occurred In the 
shooting, then the host started for the honse, and after a abort 
abtence retained with a breakfast of steak, potatoea, eggs, bread 
and coffee. All of It red hot. ” Doc ’’ was called and be came 
In ihlvering, and all Joined atrength In an attack upon that hot 
breakfast. ” Lay low, here come fonr,” yelled Carr, and “ Doc ” 
nearly chokes In hla struggle to get tbe coffee down bis throat 
qnIcUy. They came atrslght at ns for one hundred and fifty 
rods, on the wings of the wind. Then they sheer over one edge 
of the decoys Just within reach of the abilities of tbe three gun* 
Inside. “ Give It to ’em.” Rlp-ete-rip-rip-rip, and the Is 
cleaned of dneka. Hot steak and coffee Is then reenmed. So tbe 
sport contlnnee np to about half-paat eight, when It begins to 
drsg, and the Inllt In shooting, when they do come, are of mncb 
longer dotation than earlier. Boon It becomes too ilow for pleaa- 
nre, and we decide to close tbe sport and pick up. We find we 
have killed Just tblrty-ooe blne-bllla, twenty and more baring 
been killed between daybreak and seven o’clock. 

I know that men ont West make larger bags than this, but 
they never enjoy themaelvee any better than wa did that cloudy, 
windy morning In March, In tbe cove called Carr’s, on tbe 
thorea of Cayuga lake. 

We toon bad* adieu to our boapttable host, and with a wagon- 
loed of ducks ware not long in reaching home, wltb the happy 
memory of a glorious day’s sport stored In our mludt for future 
use and reference. Diaz.

The Dame Lsns of Wisconsin as Recently Amended. 

[Publbhed March 15,1880.] 

CBAPTBS 170. 

An act to amend section four thomand Bye hnndred and slzty- 
Bve of chapter one hundred and elghty-ltye of the reylaed ctat- 
utee, relating to certain game. 

The people of the State of Wbconsln, represented In senate 
and aaaembly, do enact as foUowa; 

Section 1. Amend aectlon four thomand Bve hnndred and 
elzty-flve of tbe revised stantea, by Inserting after the word “ de¬ 
vice ’’ and before the word “or " In tbe eleventh line, the follow¬ 
ing; “or from any fixed or attlflclal bllod or ambmb located in 
open water onblde or beyond the natural cover of reeds, canes, 
fiag or wild rice, of any lake, rlyer, bay or Inlet.’’ 

Section 9. Also amend said section by striking out the foltow- 
Ing words, after the word “aolmsb’’ In tbe twentieth line, 
namely; “or any peraon, corporation or company, or any em¬ 
ploye thereof, who ehell In any way or manner carry or export 
ont of thb etate, or attempt so to do, er eld In so doing, or came 
tbe same to be done, any bird, fowl or animal meoUoned In thb 
section, end killed, caught or taken In thb state, except wild 
pigeons, bearere, mink, muskrab or other fur-beulog anlmab.’’ 

Section 8. Also amend the twenty-eeTenth and twenty-eighth 
lines by atrlldng ont the words “ one-half of.’’ 

Section 4. Also amend the twenty-ninth and thirtieth lines 
of said section by strlUDg ont the worde “ the remaining half 
shall be paid to tbe Informer.’’ Sothatield aectlon four thomand 
five hnndred and aixtj-fiye shall read, when emended, as follows: 
“ Aoy peraon wbo shall take, catch, kill, destroy or wound any 
woodcock, prairie ben or prairie chicken, partridge or raffed 
gronae, sharp-tailed gromeor grouse of any yerlety, snipe, qasll, 
mallard, wood or teal dock, or deer, by the me of any net, snare, 
trap, gin, or epring gnn, or who shall bnnt, drive, ohtee, worry 
or kill any wild deer, by or with e dog or doga, or wbo shall kill, 
destroy or wound any wild duck, brant or goose, by the me of 
any pivot or swivel gnn, or any firearm other than a gnn hablt- 
n^y used at arm’s length and fired or dbchaiged from the shoul¬ 
der, or when raised and held by tbe hand, or by any fioat, sneak- 
boat, sail or steamboat, or floating box or simllu device, or 
from any fixed or artificial blind or ambnab located In open 
water onblde or beyond the natnral cover of reeds, canes, flag 
or wild rice, ef any Uke, river, bay or Inlet, or attempt so to do, 
or who shall Uke, destroy or have In hb poaaealon tbe eggs, or 
wantonly dbtnrb or molest tbe netting place of any prairie hen 
or prairie ebickeo, or grome of any kind or yarlety, woodcock, 
qn^ partridge, enlpe, wild dnck, brent or gooae, or who shall 
klU, destroy or wonnd any wild pigeon or other game at lU 
nesting or brooding place, or who shall panne, entrap, ensnue 
or kill any otter, beaver, mink, mmkrat or other for^x^ng ani¬ 
mals npon the lands, or to the middle of any stream of water ad¬ 
joining the bndi of soother engaged In the baatnese on inch 
lands of breeding or reuing inch anlmab, shall be pnnbhed by 
fine not exceeding one hundred dollars, dot leas than five dollars 
for each offense; aneb fine, when collected, ehell be paid to the 
oonoty treaanrer; and by him paid Into the sehool fund.’’

on the wa^, and seddentaDy, In hb exd t emeot, palled off both 
t^ab.

Wyoming and Ita People—No. II. 

BT WTOMIBO. 

Following the projected plan of theae artlclea. In conliMuanM, 
we preaent in thia number of the Chicago Pibld a baety rantma 
of tbe blotory of Wyoming, her area, raaonrcea and proepecte, in 
the hope that a knowledge of theae foctora will be the meana of 
obtaining for onr territory that public recognition and more lib¬ 
eral currency of worth than la now extended to her. 

What la now Wyoming territory, waa, prior to 1868, a part of 
the State of Colorado, and tba terrltorlM of Utah and Dakota; 
tbe greater portion, however, being obtained from tbe latter; the 
amalleat and moat aouthern element coming from Northern Col¬ 
orado end Utah. 

Tbe boundariee that deelgoate onr llmita north and couth are 
the forty-flrat aad forty-flftb parallela of north latitude; tbe 
twenty-aeventh and thlrty-fonrth merldiana of longitude went 
from Waahlngton, conatitatlng onr eaat and weat bonndariec; 
thna giving the teirltory tbe generoue dimenalona of 865 mllea 
from north to aonth, by 376 mllea In breadth. 

The fliat territorial organleatlon wae legallaed In the flrat year 
of tbe Grant admlnlatratlon, tbe federal appointeea arriving 
oometlme in the month of May; aettlng tbe machinery of tbe 
local government into active working order at once. Cheyenne, 
tbe largeot aad moat important town, waa oelected aa the capital 
of the nuiellng commonwealth, and hoa remained each ever 
aince; altbongh many attempta ^ve been made by the legiola- 
tnra to locate tbe oeet of government in eome one of tbe many 
embryo citlea in a far-away and Inoonvenient location; where 
only the whoop of the noble (I) red-man and the croupona bark 
of the wolf ia ever beard. The flrat law-making aoeambly in 
Wyoming, waa convened at the coital in tbe Antumn of 1868, 
and continned in aeaalon for tbe period of olxty dayo, adjonrnlng 
abw dll, oomeUme In the early daya of December, after baring 
enacted the flrat lawa that tbe people ever conaldered binding. 
The ancoeedlu aeoalona have bem held U-annually according to 
enactment. The people of tbe flve conntlee conatitatlng thia 
territory wen reproeanted in tbe loet general aaoembly by thirty- 
nine membera; twanty-aeven of whom compoelng the bonee of 
npraaentativei, the nmalning twelve conotitating tbe conncll, 
oraenata. 

In eatlmatlng tba valne of tbe labor performed by tba Inhabl- 
tanto, and the progreee made toward the aettlement and eolonl- 
lotton of onr beantlfal and tertile valleya,4t moat be remembered 
by onr readeia that tbe greater and moat valnable divialoae of onr 
eotote have beeo held for agea by tbe moat powertnl and daring 
tribe of American Indiana, whooe title to the land hod no better 
than that of m4gSt. 

AU that portion of Wyoming Iring north of tbe North Platte 
river, the richeat in agrlenltnral prodnctlvanaia, the beat watered 
and anlted to graaing intereeta, bM been the hunting grounde of 
the Slonx; ^ elyeinm of fngltivee from jnetiaa, tbievae, mnr- 
darera and robbera, for ocorae of yeora, nntll the gold diaoovary 
In the Black HiUe opened that part of Dakota— by treaty In 1876 
—to oettlemenL 

On eceonnt of the near proximity of tbe Indian reaarvatioaa, 
and the eyatamatlc and wall-planned robberiee, that predatory 
bande of Indiana ware eonttnaaliy and enn c eaa f nlly earing ont 
agalaet the p roper t y and Uvea of onr aettlen, R wae imp^bla 
and beyond onr power to bold out any IndoceBeBta to IbbI- 
granta, ter thle leaeon onr laglalatare In the year 1878 repealed 
Ml aetaanconreglBg emlgratloo; tbe committee to whom the aaot- 
ter woe roferrA lo their report to the bonee advtMng eneb 
aetten, atoted aa a reaeon “the power l ee an aae of Ike territory to 
giva protection la the remote aeetlona lo her dtlaeno, end the 
entlfe aegieet by tbe maternal govarnmaat of ow ptnyen aad 
BOBorlela, to aacnie ne ^ainat robbeiT and fraqoent mnrdare.’’ 
Thna were we compeUed to withdraw from the market of the 
Older etatee and eountrlea, tbedepotc that faralek the m te c eil a n - 
eone immigration. That wa have not met with the epeady aet- 
tlemeat that our more fortunate nelghbon hava ettnined, aocae 
of whom have almoil qnodrnplad tteflr population aad prodao- 


tionainthelaattea veare—knot to be wondered at; bnt, on tha 
contrary, aattdpatad. Seenrity to Ufa and property being gn^ 
antead ia their geagraphical location, tha natnral advaot^ 
poaeeaaed in their climate, ta their aoU and mineral depMu 
rapid ae tt lement would be the ineritabla reeult. 

The warming tnflnence of peace aad aecurity and protection 
hae been the cklaf factor la davelopiBg their otrong and atont 
elvUlaaUou, whoee robnetaeae le aeen ta waving floida and heated 
tnraaeea. To-day Wyoming glowa with tha roay Mat of new life 
Peace haa apraod bar white wing over aa, and we ore now 
thoroughly a r onead from onr tong aad darkened dreaming. To 
roallae that onr 100,000 aqnare mllee la whoee boaom Ueathe 
reeplendeat wealth and leaoaroee of aa empire,' ia forever eman- 
elpated from ravage away, wae eo anddea and nnexpected a 
bleoetog that we were aoareely alive to ite reality or 
the demanda that were aataOed by thia domain revetting to the 
government Todaflnethe thriU that pcnnaated the frame of 
tbe flrat hardy herdemaa, when be had pnahed hie way acioia the 
Platte river aeeklng new and ridier pariuiee, and had preaaed hu 
foot flrmly and aecmrely on Indian ground, might be an eaay tuk 
for my riadetn la aecnra aad aoey-golng cornmnnittaa In the 
etatee, bnt oo theae expaneive ploine. In theae ridi valleya it will 
meet an echoing tingle that yeora cannot efface- 

Natnre in her muniflcenoe hoe eo blended the natnral capabll- 
iUee of Wyoming, that but few regione can compare with her In 
preaenUng oe rla and dlveretfled Held for tba apeedy creaUon 
and proeperona malntenanoe of a laige commoow^tfa. 

Tte alternattng tereet and plain, valley and mountain, water- 
couiae aad upland, nnlta to forniab an area of graxing land of 
nearly 60,000 aqnaie mllea, not aetlmatlog the mountalot whoee 
enrfaoa la covered In the Pall and Winter with an abundant crop 
of nntritloua gr e m e e That portion of our land anaceptlble to 
agricnltare,the bottoma along our etreama and moantain valleys, 
wlU nearly reach 80,000 aqnare mUee of rich and fertile aoU. 
The timber area, not eatlmatlng tbe patchee fonnd along the 
water-coaraea, leaebea in tbe neighborhood of 80,000,000 aciea, a 
portion of which le excellent graaing land. 

The /eraau ore In tbe monntalna where they constat chiefly of 
pine, aprnce and Hr, with hemlock and cedar In aome locaUties. 

Inelndlng tbe recently discovered aUver mines near Raw-hide 
Buttes, on the Runnlog-water creek, abont 150 miles north of 
Cheyenne; as alao those In the gold-bearing district oo Dongles 
creek In the Medicine Bow Hoantalas, thirty-flve mllea from 
Laramie City, Wyoming poeaeeaes abont 05,000 equate miles of 
mineral intereate aad coal flelda Teat deposits of rich iron-ore 
and pteelons metals are fonnd below this immense foeeil-vegeta- 
Me region, whose area Profeesor Hayden, in the geograpical sur¬ 
vey of Wyoming, says, “ Occnplet fully 85,000 square miles.” 

Tbeee mineral faetora are supported by other interests whose 
valne la already estimated by thonaanda of dollara, via., great 
lake deposits of sodinm. Plumbago mlnas, whoee product ia said 
to rival the famooa mines of Ceylon, marble, petroleum, and 
red oxide iron. All of theae reaonrces are in near proximity to 
tbe Union Pnciflc Railroad, aome of which are uready being 
worked succeeafnlly, and at no distant day wlU pay bandaome 
dividends to tbe owners, as well aa replete the territorial ex- 
cheqner. 

In order to represent tbe value of theae ennmerated Interests 
aad their capability to farther eweU tbe wealth of onr territory, 
we take tbe liberty of Indnlriog In a comparison of onr “ state 
with that of aome of tba older states of the union.” Taking 
Georgia, whose great natnral resonrees are fast advancing her 
to a commanding position in tbe column of states, at tbe present 
time the chief In the Bonthern column, whose tebolatM state¬ 
ment for 1876, ehowa. In addition to her cotton crop, the produc- 
tioo of 88,688,000 boshels of corn, 8,840,000 bnahela of wheat, 
and that there were 800,000 neat cattle, and 878,000 head of 
sheep, owned by her cltixens, wa And with aU this wealth, 
Georgla’a area ta not aa great In the number of acres as onr graz¬ 
ing or pasture land alone. 

In comparing tbe agricultural area of Wyoming with that of 
the two largest New England atateo, we And Maaaachoaetta and 
ConnecUent occupying a second place. 

Wyoming’s forests cover more sqnare miles of land than those 
of tbe great Btate of Michigan, whose Income from this product 
alone reaches tha enormous anm of 145,000,000 per annum; with 
her anrface nnderlald with bed npon bed of the richest coal, more 
than equaling tbe coal lands of Pennsylvania, whose piquet la 
in the neighborhood of tba magnifleent anm of 160,000,000 
annually, are sorely factors of certain and lordly wealth. 

Tbe prineipal riven are: The North Plates, the Powder, the 
Big Horn and Green. The North Platte has its aonree In the 
North Park of Wyoming and Colorado. It flows northward 150 
mllea to where it receives the Sweetwater, a stredm of considera¬ 
ble tmportan<w, whose origin la In the Wind River Mountains of 
the wattern portion of the territory, and whence by a grand 
carve it sweeps northward around the bead of tbe Laramie range 
past Port Pettermau, and thence In southeasterly direction 
to Port Laramie, where it is Increased by tbe Laramie river, and 
Anally passes out Into Nebraska. Ite entire length cannot be lees 
than 400 miles, In Wyoming alone. Besides tbe large trlbutariee 
above named. It receivea scores of smaller streams from either 
aide, the whole system watering an area but little leas than one- 
fonrtb of tbe whole of the territory. Tbe Green, although a con¬ 
siderable river, with a deep strong current, has fewer important 
branches, and waters an area not halt as large. Still, with tbe 
help of Blear and Snake river, It drains and snpplies tbe south and 
western portion of the terril^. 

The atreama here mentloaed, with all the small streams flowing 
into them, are clear and sweet. The Big Horn, a splendid stresni, 
is formed at Ite head by the Wind, LItele Wind and Popoegle, 
which flow ont of the Wind River Mountaina It receives, 
further down to the northward, tiom the east side of the moun- 
taina, Bodwater, Painted Bock eraek, Shell creek and Little Horn; 
from western side ont of the Natlooal Yellowstooe Park, Owl 
creek, and Stinking Water. This atream drains and IVatera the 
owe-aixth northwestern aeetioB. 

The Powder rtvar hasite origin in the southern extremity of tba 
Big Horn Mountains, rsceivlag water from Willow creek. Dry 
Pork, Orasy Women and Lod^ Pole. On account of being 
flanked by mountains no the east, Powder river receivea no 
streams from that sida These rivera, with their nomeroas 
affluante gives the territory mors than 4,000 miles of water eoniee, 
thns aAofdiag a aura eomplste and bettor dlstribnted water 
syatam than ^ other of tbe territories can boast

Tke Bo«li>C«4 vr Rock-FUk •f tke 8u FnuieiaM 
Harkot. 

Tbe muket lUhM of tha waat oo«*t of tba Uoltad Statea are 
quite dlniiiiUar to tboae of the east although the lame commoo 
uamea are applied. Aisoog tbe meet lioportaot of the epeclee 
are thoae kaown uoder tbe oamet rock-cod or rock-deb. Tbete, 
however, are not at all related to either the true cod (Oadld) or 
rock-deb (Labracld) famlllea, and In fact not all very Intimately 
among tbemaelvea, la they repreaent three diatiuct famlllea of 
IcbthyologItU. Theae Ahree famlllea, though, are nearly allied 
and are all characterlaed by the eitenalon of one of tbe auboi^ 
bital bones (arlaing beneath the eye) acroaa the cheek, to artlcn- 
late with the Inner margin of tbe preopercnlom (anterior bona 
of the gill cover) to form a kind of “ stay." The dabea comprla- 
Ing thia group which are brought to the marketa of Ban Fran- 
claco, have recently been described and commented upon by Mr. 
W. M. Locklngton In the report of the commlaalonera of dahertea 
of the State of Oallfornla, for tbe years 1^78 and IB78, and from 
this document (pp. 91-36) we reproduce tbe following details: 

TBB BOCK-COD OB BOCK-flSB. 

Under these names are Included the various species of CMntt, 
.SsbasMcAlAps. Sebattodm, OpMoOtm, and Saynxmiehlhyi, many of 
which are caught witbln tbe bay, others at various poInU along 
the coast, especially toward tbe north. 

The genera enumerated belong to the old family Trlglidir or 
SdmgmMa, the latter name meaning "mailed cheeks,’’ and 
referring to tbe extension backward of the snborbitala and tbelr 
union with tbe preopercula. On account of the considerable 
structural differences which dUtlngulabed tbe sections or snb- 
famllles of this large family, It Is now uanally divided Into several 
distinct families, and onr rock-dab belong to three of these, 
namely: UMnu and (^iodan to tha Chirida StbaittMMjf, and 
SeboMtodn to tbe Seorpmidir and SeorpmiMAyt to the CoUUUr 
or Senipina. Tbe members of the genna CAlnts may be readily 
dlatlngnlabed from the others by their comparative amoothDcas, 
and the presence of several lateral lines of pores. StbcuttMhy 
and Htbadodm have an armature of spines npon tbe top of tbe 
bead and the edge of the preoperculnm, and thirteen spines In 
tbe dorsal Bn; OpModon has small scales, a smooth head, a 
scarcely spinous preoperculnm, and twenty-six dorsal spines; 
while AeosyMmlcAfAps, Hke most of tbe species of the family 
CulUdn, Is scalelees and has a depressed bead with various spines 
and daps. The Besh of these Babes Is Brm and nutiitlons, but 
rather dry, lacking the delicacy of some of tbe PUuronteUda and 
the richness of the salmon. 

Several of these species were described by Dr. Ayres, In the 
Proceedings of tbe California Academy of Science, volumes 1 and 
9; and although. In some cases, his notes are antedated by thoae 
of Girard PacIBc Railroad Report, volume 10, the Californian 
naturalist may still claim to be the Brst to Introduce six of them 
to the sclentlBc world. Two species observed by Dr. Ayres I 
have not yet observed In the marketa; these are Sebattichihyt 
donffotut and SebatHMhyt oeolii. The Brst I am acquainted 
with only by the specimens In the Museum of the California 
Academy of Science; and second I bare not yet recognlxed. 

OHIBIDJC. 

All the dshes of this family have small scales, ctenoid or 
cycloid, a long continuous dorsal, or two dorsals, and an elon¬ 
gated, rather compressed form. Tbe bead Is spineless. Excln- 
dvely marine. 

C’Alrw omMlatut, Girard, Constellated; CAirws guttatiu, 
Girard, Spotted—The dshes of this genus appear In tbe market 
In greater or less abundance throughout tbe whole of tbe Win¬ 
ter, Spring and Bummer. They are nsnally taken In tbe bay. 
Many of tbe Bshermeii and dealers call these dshes sea trout; 
others do not distinguish them from the various species of A'e- 
hasUeAlAps—the names of rock-dah or rock-cod serving alike for 
all. ConUdUtUu may be known by the more or leas perfect 
circles of small round spots. Inclosing a lighter area, that diver¬ 
sify Its aides, while 0. gvUalnt la covered with small yellow 
blotches, sometimes arranged In Irregular rows. These UgLt 
blotches become darker on exposure to the sir. ContMUUut may 
also be distinguished by tbe spotted pectoral Bn. 0. ptetia, tbe 
painted sea trout. Is not so often seen as the two prevlonsly men¬ 
tioned, althongh It Is taken In tbe bay. C, mbulotut Is also 
sometimes brought to market, as the Academy of Sciences poe- 
sesaes a specimen bought there. C. piefus may be IdenUded by 
tbe rich reddish-brown spots and blue cloudings npon Its sides, 
and by the pectorals, alternately barred light and dark. C. n«b- 
hIosim Is dark above, lighter below, the two colors showing a ten¬ 
dency to form bands on tbe sides. All these dshes are peculiar 
In having several lateral lines along the sides Instead of one, as 
Is ujoal among dshes. Tbe length of full-grown Individuals la 
from twelve to sixteen Inches. 

Ophiodon Hongatm, Girard Green Rock-cod—This Is one of the 
largest and commonest of our marketable dshes, attaining a length 
of over three or even four feet, and Is usually In great part of a 
lively green color, spotted or clouded with light brown. Bnt tbe 
coloration of tbe adults varies greatly. The brown markings 
sometimes cover almost tbe entire Bsb, and different shades of 
brown occur In tbe tame Individual. The young Is spotted with 
round spots of a light yellowish-brown, and It was to the young 
that tbe name Ophiodon elongahit was originally given by Girard, 
who described the adult with the title of Optopoma panUttrina. 
Ophiodon dongaltu was said to have a continuous dorsal, with 
twenty seven spines and no membranous Bap upon tbe forehead, 
while Optopoma pantherina was characterlMd by two separate 
dorsals, tbe Bnt with twenty-Bve spines, and by the presence of 
a membnoons dap. Dr. Steindaebner corrects this error (/ctAg- 
ologiteht bMrogt, No. Ill), and proves that the conUnnous dorsal 
and membranous Bap are cbaracten of the species. 

Tbe correct number of spines Is twenty-seven, bnt tbe adult 
frequently comes to market In a dilapidated condition, with tbe 
splues torn apart from each other, or even broken away, and It 
Is most probable that Girard described hla Opiopoma panlherina 
from such a mutilated specimen. Toung and half-grown Indi¬ 
viduals are common In the Bay of Ban Francisco, bnt tbe larger 
examples are taken In tolerably deep water, outside of the bay, 
especially In tbe vicinity of the Farallones. Stalndachnar gives 
tbe range of this species as from Sitka to Monterey. This Is a 
highly carnivorous Bah. The dehermen describe It as tbe terror 
of the Inhabitants of tha rocks; tbe other Babes hide for fear of 
It, and are often seised off tbe hooks by It. 

Another cAireid, not nsnally called a rock-dsb. Is Anopiopoma 
fimbria, a species which, though rare In onr markets, except In 
September and October, la of more common occurrence north¬ 
ward, and occurs also along tbe northern coast of eastern Asiatic 
Russia. Examples sold here seldom reach a length of more than 
twelve or ocesatonally sixteen Inches. 

SOOBFtBKIDAC. 

Tbe sea-scorpions sis easily recognised by tbelr ctencM seales, 
spinous heads and gill-covers, sod single dorsal Bn. Tbe union 
of tha doraals and tbe pretence of true scales, always spinous on 
tbelr free margloa, dlstlngulabaa this family from the CotHda; 
white the larger bead, tbe armature of tpiner, the usually stouter 
body and tbe rougher fcsiea, dtstlngnlsh It from the Chlrlda. 
Exelnstvety marina; of wide distribution. 

SobaoHehlhyi fiaoiduo, Ayres, Gill, Yellow Rock-cod—This Is 


ooe of the moat abundant of tbe roek-dshea, equaling la this re¬ 
spect rwhsr and pbmlgor. It may be known by the giesnlsh- 
brown and yellowish-green tints of the back and sidas, aa well as 
by the third anal spine, which exceeds the second In length. In¬ 
stead of only equaling It, sa In MoMAIhyt m s lew sps. Tbe 
spines upon the top of the bead are not large. In slse It equals 
AsbosttcAlAgs mdunop*. Tboae brought to market are taken out¬ 
side tbe bay. 

StbatUchOiy* p<iut(p«r,Glll,Smooth Red Rock-cod—This apedss 
was Brst noticed by Ayeie (Proceedings Oallfornla Academy of 
Science, 11, 1869, p. 907), but was, by that lehtbyolagUt, wroeglT 
IdentlB^ with tbe StboMehthy rotaetm of Girard. It became, 
tbarefore, necessary to re-name it. 

SrbaMchihyt pinnigor appears to attain a larger slse than any 
of the other nearly related rock-Bsh except SfbuUMhpi mber, 
which It nsnally equals In length but not In weight, sa It Is of 
more slender proportions In weight It seldom. If ever, exceeds 
fourteen pounds. It la not taken within the bay. In color It Is 
far from uniform, the upper portion of the bead and back being 
blotched with a darker r^ than tbe ground Unt, Inclining to 
brown. The spines upon tbe upper surface of tbe head are 
small and Inconspicuous, sod tha paired Bos long, tbe veotrals 
extending beyond tbe veot, and tbe pectorals to within four 
scales of the diet anal spine. 

Stbatdehlhpt mdanopt, Qlnrd, Black Rock-cod-This Bah does 
not usually attain so large a slse aa StimUehthyi ruber or Sebae- 
ticAlAys rosacsiu. It is ooe of the commonest kinds of rock-dsb, 
occurring In the markets almost every day throughout the year. 
Tbe back of this dsb Is almost black. Inclining to purple, the Bns 
are dark purple, and the sides blotched with purplish black. Be¬ 
sides thoae taken In the Immediate neighborhood of San Fran¬ 
cisco, large quantities are sent from Monterey and other locali¬ 
ties. 

tieboMehihy roeaeeut, Girard, Pink-spotted Rock-dsh—Tbe 
species thus named Is not the roeaeeut of Dr. Ayers, who IdenU- 
ded Girard’s roeaeeut with what has been proved to be a new 
species, the SebatUehlhyt pinntgtr of Gill; bnt It la identical with 
the Sebatiet hehoma^atue of the former naturalist. It It 
smaller even than Maetlehthye nebuloteie, not equaling It In 
length, and of much mors slender form. The three elongated 
pink spots along each side are constant, and at once distinguish 
it from every other species. In color It resembles SebatUehthye 
ruber. Though not so commoo at SebaeUehthye aurieeulatue or 
Sebaedehthye melanopt, or even as SebatdeMhye nebulotut, Sebae- 
Uehthye ruber, or sAatUehthye pinniger. It It brought In In oon- 
sideiBble numbers. In length It ve^ seldom exceeds twelve 
Inches. It Is probable that this species Is Identical with S. oe- 
ulatue, Val. 

I lArBasMcAtAps uigroeiuetue. Black-banded Rock-cod—This spe¬ 
cies Is reddish-yellow, with Bve or six nearly vertical, broad, 
cross bands, and nsn^y two or three short bands radiating from 
tbe eye; bnt these bands are much more developed In some spec¬ 
imens than In others. It Is one of tbe rarest of onr edible dshes, 
as only single Individuals are brought to the market at coeslder- 
able Intervals of time. It Is not taken Inside the bay. In slse 
It Is about equal to Sebaetiehthye melanope or SebaeUehthye fiaei- 
due. There Is no mistaking this Bab, with Its conspicuous black 
bands across a reddish ground, for any other dsh In our markets. 

SebatOehlhyt ruber, Ayres, Rough Red Rock-cod—This, the 
largest of the genua occurring In onr waters, is stated to reach, 
though rarely, a weight of twenty-five pounds. It la of a uni¬ 
form bright rrd, very different from tbe brownish red mingled 
with orange red which forms the livery qf SebatUehthye ptmJger. 
In form It Is stouter than SebaeUehthye ptuntger bnt less so than 
Sebaetkhlhye nebulotut. It Is usually t^en outside of tbe bay, 
usually from deep water around tbe Farrallone Islands. It oc¬ 
curs also northward at least as far aa Humboldt Bay. By the 
uniformity of the color, the abundance of supernumerary scales 
on the large scales, and the peculiar shape of tbe preopercular 
spines, thb species may readily be distinguished from Sebaedeh- 
Ihyt pinniger as well aa from Sdtaedehthye raenenu, the latter of 
which strongly resembles It at drat sight. The three pink spots 
of roeaeeut are, however, a constant character by which It may be 
known from young Individuals of SebaeUehthye ruber; and the 
smooth surface of the bead In Sebaetiehthye pinntger distinguishes 
It as readily from the same species. 

Sebaetiehthye aurieulatue, Girard Black-shouldered Rock-cod.— 
This Is rather a small species, seldom exceeding eighteen Inches 
In length, and Is brought to tbe markets In great abundance, 
prohsddy on account of Its common occurrence In tbe bay. Not 
only does this species occur, together with two or three others of 
the smsUer kinds of SebatdMhyt, and tbe young of tbe larger 
kinds. In tbe deeper portions of tbe bay near tbe entrance, bnt 
It Is also abundant along tbe eastern shore of the bay where no 
other species of the genus la found, probably on account of the 
admixture of fresh water from tbe Sacramento river. This dsh 
can always be distinguished by a black mark upon each of the 
gill covers, very obvious In the younger dsh, and sufflolently dis¬ 
tinct, though leas clearly outlined. In older spedmena. The 
geneial color la a dull reddish brown, with dondlngs of a darker 
tint upon tbe back and sides', theae dondlngs, like the black 
spot More mentioned, becoming more dIffusM and Indistinct 
with Increasing slse and age. This Is another of tha kinds which 
must erentoslly become scarcer, unless some means be taken to 
prevent waste. Small Individuals, four to six Inches long, are 
brought to market In great numbers from varloiu parts of the 

^iie lower Jaw In Sebaedehthye aurieulatue projects bnt slightly, 
eoatrastlng broadly with that of fiaoidut, and moat of the other 
species of the genus. 

SebaeUehthye nebulotue,hjne. Clouded Rock-cod.—^Tbla Is ona of 
the smallest of our rock-dsb, yet It Is heavier by far than indlvldn- 
als of otherspecles of equal length, ou accountot the atontnaas of 
Its form. It seldom attains a length of more than eleven or twelve 
Inches, though It occasionally rMohes eighteen Inches, and seven 
pounds Is tbe greatest weight ever attributed to It Some of tbe 
spedmena haje a broad yellow band along aach side, and are also 
adorned with yellow blotches of variable form and slie; bnt In 
otberathls band, which doubtless suggested to Girard bis name of 
faeetatue, la absent and the dark and light tints of tba sides are 
mingled together without any approach to ragnlailty or beauty. 
In this spades the lower jaw does not project as in most of Its 
tribe, but Is even with tbe upper. It Is one of the moat abun¬ 
dant of tbe roek-dah. 

Sebattodee pauetoptMe, Girard, Gill, Small-scaled Rock-dsh.— 
This spades may readily be dlstingnlsbsd from all tbe speelea of 
Sebaedehthye by tbe am^r else of the sealaa, aa well aa by tba 
straight dofual outline and tba extreme elongation of tbe lower 
jaw, tbe Up of which extends upwards to tbe line at tha top of 
tbe head, and forms part of Its. upper outline. Tha splnaa npon 
the bead ate very little devalopeiiL This Is one of tbs rarast of 
onr food Babes, ooeurrlog in onr markets only at eonddarabla In- 
tarvala, and in small nnmbeia. In color It Is reddish brown on 
tbe bach, as well aa on tbe dorial and caudal Bns; tba Unt becom¬ 
ing lighter bnt mors daddedly tod ou tbs aldm and abdomen. 
In alls It ercasds many of Its ralstloQS, aa moat of tboss brought 
to market reach or axoosd two feat In length.

SeoepeeaUtthye nunwerwlws, Olinrd, Largo lod Senlpin, or Bnll- 
haad.—DespIts tba ahaaooa of sealaa upon lu bo4y. Ibis spades la 
commonly atylad a roek-eod. Wbtla Its oaaiost ralati^ the 
smaller sMpIna, or eatilsb, aa they ara oflao called hate, are 
Oirown aargy by tha dshermasi, this large aoulpln la allowed a 
place among our food dabea. A priori ona would expect the 
other seulptuto be good food, and 1 am aasursd by tboae who 
have tried them that they are; all they used is aUnnlng before 
eooklog. Although tolerably common witbln tbe Bay of Ban 
Frendsco, and very troquanUy taken by tba angling fraternity 
upon Oakland wharf and In similar situations, this spades Is only 
occasionally brought to market, and then only in small quan- 
tltlaa. 

Under the name of Bemitripterue mapmaratue, this apedss was 
detcrlbed by Dr. Ayres, In tbe Proceodlnga of Oallfornla Acad¬ 
emy of Bdeoces, vol. 1, p. 4. 

Seorpeeniehthyt mamtorotut la aometlmaa called a rook-cod, at 
others a bull-head; the latter name bdag also applied to other 
eottoldt with depressed heads. It reaebsa a length of two feet or 
more. Several smallar eottoldt are brought to market occasion¬ 
ally, more by aeddent than design. These are BemOepidotue 
epinoout, a epedea with four bands of sealaa; LeploeoUue armatue, 
the common yellow senlpin of the Bay of San Francisco; Aepieot- 
tue bieon, Arlediut lateralie, Artedlue pugeUtneie, and a spades, 
probably new to edence, which I have described under the name 
of Arlediut guadrieeriatue. None of these are used to any extent 
aa food, yet LepioeoUue armatue Is sufficiently common In this 
bay to be so ns^ If the prejndloe against Its appearance could be 
conquered. 

Defhnae of Angling. 


Every line of Walton’s " Compleat Angler’’ will at once recall 
the verses beginning with tbe line, “ Let me live harmlessly and 
near the brink.’’ For the benedt of those not familiar with the 
work. It may be stated that tbe poem la to be found toward the 
end of the Brst chapter (p. 49 of Bethnna’s American edition). 
Aftar^ reciting Sir Henry Wotton’s verses, be asks, “Will yon 
bear tbe wish of another angler, and the oommendaiion of hla 
happy life, which be also sings In versel vis., Jo Davors, Eeq,’’ 
and then proceeds to give the verses In question. Our readers 
may be Interested to learn more of these celebrated varaes. 
Walton was mistaken In attributing them to Jo Davors, and did 
eo at length only In tbe dftb edition of the “ Compleat Angler,’’ 
In the Brst four, having simply ascribed them to “ Jo Da,’’ 

The original work whence tbe verses were derived was pub¬ 
lished In 161S, with the title, “ SeereU of Angling, leaeUng the 
ehoieeet Toelte, Betytee, and teatone for taking of any fith in 
pond or riotr, familiarly praedeed and opened fo iArw booket, by J. 
D., Btqr., London." This J. D., as appears from the copyright 
record In the stationers’company, was "John Dennys, E^nlre.’’ 
Walton’s error Is, however, readily explicable. " Jo Daves (Dsr 
vote Is a mere orthographic modIBeatlon) actually contributed to 
J. D.’s ‘ Secrets of Angling,’ ’’ fourteen eulogistic lines " in due 
praise of his praiseworthy skill sod works.’’ 

A second ^Ition of the “ Secrets of Angling,’’ augmented 
with many approved experiments, by M. Lanson, was published 
In 16S2. This was reproduced In the “ British Bibliographer,’’ 
and the follosring “objection’’and “ answer" are copied from 
that publication. Tbe deviations occurring In Walton are Indi¬ 
cated by (the foot notes. The form of the poem Is known 
as Spenseriso atanxss.

How Antdronong Fiihes Mmy Retarn to Their Blrth- 
Ploees. 

In the May number of Harper't Ufagiulne there Is an article by 
the late Mr. James W. Milner on the shad dshery, which poaaeases 
Interest not only on accoant of the Information It conveys, bat 
beeanse It la the last pabllshed article that has emanated from 
his pen. The article, however, was pabllshed many months ago. 
Among the qneatlons that Mr. Milner considered was the capacity 
which fish poase a s for finding their natal streams, and the follow¬ 
ing passage gives his views on the subject. We reproduce It 
without comment or endorsement and simply because of Its Inter¬ 
est, and as the expression of a student: 

The long-held and only recently rejected theory, that the shoals 
of fishes moved In a vast mass along the coast, sending off detach- 
menU Into each river as they passed Its mouth, la to be attributed 
to John Oilpln and tome other autbora who have written fiow- 
Ingly on the subject. The recent careful Investigation! of natu¬ 
ralists Indicate that the anadromona fishes, those entering the 
rivers and bodies of fresh water from the sea, do not have an 
extended range In the ocean, and that each river's colony remains, 
after returning, In the deep waters opposite their river. 

The motive for the movement of these shoals of anadromous 
fishes, or rather bow It la Incited, has scarcely been explained. 
The life of the fishes has always been a mystery. It Is not a 
search for food, as they do not eat while In fresh water; the open¬ 
ing of hundreds of stomachs will fall to find food present. It Is 
an easy disposal of the question as to how each colony recognizes 
Its native river, to aay that “ It Is Instinctive.’* So It i^also, when 
the bntcher*s horse recognises the familiar gates; but Ve have 
some evidence as to what senses he uses. The fishes, probably, 
prompted by functional disturbance, from the tumid ovaries and 
apermarlea are Incited to movement The courses of the sea, 
unmarked as they are, are, wUhln each colony’s limit, their habt- 
tual pathways. An unerring capacity In the fish for finding Its 
own river may be no more than that which guides the hermit- 
crab to the shell of the natiea. The latter goes to hida Its aanal- 
tlve body, with an apparent nervous trepidation at Its unprotected 
cooditloo. The former, with an nneaslneas of body from the 
functional changes It Is undergoing. Is Impelled to activity. The 
transmitted habit of ascending tba stream la, as It were, blended 
and alloyed with the substance of the nerves, and arou^ by Its 
condltloa,earrtes It, without eonsdous purpose. Into the river of Its 
progenitors and Its own. The Impulaea of the fish are only In 
a slightly more complicated series than those of the crab. That 
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AoMd be the Instluet for a specific stream, through 

inheritance of moby generatloos, la aaaler to anderslaod than 
ttiat It la a sort of memory of the place of Its Immature life, oa the 
theory of fish-culture mak es It, and as observation seems to 
sustain. In the waters of thb Delaware, whore there were ao 
salmon, origlaally, the young solmoa placed In BnahkUl Cheek 
retnmed after five years, and wars taken, not only In the Del¬ 
aware river, but the larger number In their neMborhood of 
Bashkin Creek, it Is not essential that all tba 8«>uw t V»i iH havs 
thU Impdllng Infiuenoe, wbalevsr It may be, as, like gregarious 
mammals and birds, they fioek together, foUoiwtng the leadership 
of whichever for the Ume takes IL The Idea U ta.t 

tts senses may be the guiding agent, that a fish goes nosing along 
oo8»t) or tasting the streams, until It recognizes Its own. The 
convexity of the cornea must aSord the fishes a very limited 
ruge of vision. The supposed duUoeas of the sense of smell aad 
of taste In fishes ml^t alone dispose of tbcsnggestlon that tbme 
are employed. The following occurrence, however, would ■«««" 
to decide to the contrary. The Russian river, emptying Into the 
Pacific, north of Baa Francisco, had Its mouth entirely closed by 
the waves daring a storm. The colony of salmon made their 
yearly migration from the deep waters toward the month of the 
river, and many of them raced through the surf, and landed high 
and dry on the sand that walled them out from their native river. 

The migration of the salmon Into some of the Pacific rivers Is 
a frenzied advance over shoals, rapids and cascades, far Into thin 
streams and brooks, where they arrive, battered and weary, to 
accomplish their exhaustive reproducUve labors, and drop bock, 
the sport of the current, dead and dying, toward the sea. 

Snpentitlon Respecting the Skate. 

Although the skate Is much esteemed as food In some places. 
It la rrjected In others, not apparently because It Is regarded as 
unwholesome or unsavory, but because of some superstition. 
This prejudice exlsU In parU of Ireland, and Is tbns commented 
on In “ Notes and Queries” (fourth series, v. 8, p. 811). 

“A gentleman named Trench, In bis recent and very amusing 
book on Ireland, sutes that the peasantry of Western Ireland 
will not eat skate (Xaia balU), however plentiful this fish may 
be, and however famished themselves are. This cannot be 
founded on sanitary considerations, so I conclude It to be a 
superstition. The skate is som- times called a maiden. I recol¬ 
lect, when fishing at the sea-side, hearing a very old Joe about 
being ‘ caught by a maid,’ when one bos been accidentally 
bitten by a skate. The skate, when opened and exposed for 
sale, bears great resemblance to a human face ornamented with 
depending rays, or lace frills, the effect being greatly enhanced 
by the muscular contraction called ‘crimping;’ In this shape it , 
has a certain resemblance to medieval or pre-Rsphaellte pic¬ 
tures of the Virgin Mary, ‘ Our Lady,’ In glory. Is this sup¬ 
posed superstition capable of any real corroboration t” A. H. 

Thi Cbatvisb Epiraiuc oi» the Contihbnt.—T he terrible 
epidemic which for the past eighteen months has been ravaging 
among the crawfish In the rivers and lakes of Oermsny, Lower 
Austria and the Tjrol, has now spread to Upper Austria, all the 
crayfish In the Traun river and the Trann lake having succumbed 
to the Infection of the Incomprehensible crayfish disease. The 
banks of the Lake of Triun, especially between Ebenzweser and 
Traunklrchen, were found covered with thousands and thousands 
of dead crawfish of all sizes when the lee had broken np and the 
water of the lake had returned to Its normal state. The color of the 
dead Crustacea was of a rather yellowlsb-red, reminding one of 
the appearance of half-boiled crabs. The smell from the dead 
bodies was something frightful, and upon places where the 
waters of the lake and of the river bad overfiowed the banks, of 
such loathsome Intensity that the InhablUnts were compelled to 
collect and bury the remains of the dead crayfish.—Land and 
Water.

A CisAM AND A Coot.— Waukegan, III.—Bdllor Ohieago Field: 
—Seeing an account In a late number of the SeienttHe Amerlean, 
with engraving of a rail being caught by an oyster, brings to 
mind an almost like occurrence that happened in one of my 
hunting trips to Fourth Lake In this county three years ago. At 
that time there were tbonsands of coots or what are generally called 
mud hens, and of which a great many hunters make their big 
bags of ducks when they are out on a hunt, as at times they can 
be killed by the hundreds. Rowing along and seeing one that 
was Hopping bis wings every little whUe, I was led to be Inquisi¬ 
tive, and rowing alongside and lifting It out of the water found 
that It bad caught a large clam, or at least tbe clam hod caught 
It, tbe clam being so heavy as to draw the bead of the coot under 
water; and tbe coot had to struggle and Hop Its wings to raise Its 
bead out of the water to get air. I suppose In banting for food 
In shallow water Its beak struck In the live clam and Mr. Clam 
wanted to show Mr. Coot that be was at home. J. F. P.

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Tk« R«ek-C«d or B^k-FUb of Ifeo 8u FrueUco 
Market. 

The market flehee of the weet coeet of the United Stetee are 
quite dlialmllar to tboae of the eaat altboogh the aame common 
namee are applied. Among the moat Important of the apeclea 
are thoae known under the namee rock-ood or rock-flah. Theaei 
howeveTi are not at all related to either the true cod (Qadid) or 
rock-Hah (Labracid) famlllca, and In fact not all rery InUmatelj 
among Ihenuelree, an they repreaent three diatinct famlllea of 
Ichthyologlata. Tbaae kbree famlllea, though, are nearly allied 
and are all characteiiaed by the exten^on of one of the aubor- 
bital bonra (arlalog beneath the eye) acroaa the cheek, to articu¬ 
late with the Inner margin of the preoperculnm (anterior bone 
of the ^11 cover) to form a kind of *' aUy." The llahea comprla- 
Ing thia group which are brought to the markela of San Fran- 
claco, have recently been deacrlbed and commented upon by Mr. 
W. N. Locktngton In the report of the commlaalonera of flaherlea 
of the State of Oallfomta, for the yeare 1^78 and I87«, and from 
thIa document (pp. 91-36) we reproduce the following delalla: 

TH* nOCU-OOD OB BOCK-flSB. 

Under theee namea are Included the varloua apeclea of Chirm, 
Stb€mHtMhy», StbrnlotUt, Oithiodtm, and Seorjxniehthyt, many of 
which are caught within the bay, othera at varloua poInU along 
the coaat, eapeclally toward the north. 

The genera enumerated belong to the old family THyUda or 
StUrogiddit, the latUr name meaning “mailed checka,’* and 
referring to the eitenalon backward of the anborbitala and their 
union with the preopcrcula. On account of the conalderable 
atructural dlflerencea which dlatlngulahed the aectlona or aub- 
famlllea of thia large family, It la now uaually divided Into aeveral 
diatinct famlllea, and our rock-Hah belong to three of tbeae, 
namely: Chirm and Ophiodon to the Chiridix SxbaxUehthyt, and 
Sebaitodex to the Seorjntnidtx and Scorpcndchthyx to the Cottidtx 
or Sculpina. The membera of the genua CAlrw may be readily 
dlatlngulahed from the others by their comparative amoothneas, 
and the presence of aeveral lateral lines of pores. Stbmtiehihy* 
and Sibatiodm have an armature of rpines upon the top of the 
head and the edge of the preoperculnm, and thirteen apinea In 
the dorsal do; Ophtodon baa small scales, a smooth head, a 
acarcely aplnous preopercnlum, and twenty-six dorsal eplnea; 
while Seorpanlehihyt, like most of the apeclea of the family 
CutUdix, la acaleleas and has a depressed head with various spines 
and flaps. The flesh of these flahee la Arm and nutritious, but 
rather dry, lacking the delicacy of some of the rieunmxeUdix and 
the tichneas of the salmon. 

Several of these species were described by Dr. Ayres, In the 
Proceedings of the California Academy of Science, volumes 1 and 
8 ; and although. In some cases, his notes are antedated by thoae 
of Qlrard Paciflc Railroad Report, volume 10, the Californian 
naturalist may still claim to be the first to Introduce six of them 
to the aclentlflc world. Two apeclea observed by Dr. Ayres I 
have not yet observed In the markets; these are Sebaxtichthyx 
dongaim and SebmUchthyx oxalti. The first I am acquainted 
with only by the specimens In the Museum of the C^lfomla 
Academy of Science; and second I have not yet recognised. 

OHtIUO.C. 

All the flahea of this family have small scales, ctenoid or 
cycloid, a long oontlnnona dorsal, or two dorsals, and an elon¬ 
gated, rather compressed form. The bead Is spineless. Excln- 
idvely marine. 

Chirm oonMtxUatm, OIrard, Constellated; Chirm ffutlalm, 
Qlrard, Spotted—The flsbea of this genus appear In the market 
In greater or lest abundance throughout the whole of the Win¬ 
ter, Spring and Summer. They are usually taken In the bay. 
Many of the flsbermen and dealers call theee Ashes sea trout; 
others do uot distinguish them from the various species of A'a- 
haxtiehlhyx —the namea of rock-fish or rock-cod serving alike for 
all. CoHxtxUatm may be known by the more or lets perfect 
circles of small round spots. Inclosing a lighter area, that diver¬ 
sify Its sides, while C. guttatm Is covered with small yellow 
blotches, sometimes arranged In Irregular rows. Tbeae Ugut 
blotches become darker on exposure to the air. ComixUatm may 
also be distinguished by the spotted pectoral fln. C. ptctm, the 
painted sea trout, la not so often seen aa the two previously men¬ 
tioned, although It Is taken In the bay. C. netmloxm Is also 
sometimes brought to market, as the Academy of Sciences pos¬ 
sesses a specimen bought there. C. pietm may be Identified by 
the rich reddish-brown spots and blue cloudings upon Its sides, 
and by the pectorals, alternately barred light and dark. C. nsb- 
HfosM Is dark above, lighter below, the two colors showing a ten¬ 
dency to form bands on the sides. All these fishes are peculiar 
In having several lateral lines along the sides Instead of one, as 
Is uiusl among fishes. The length of full-grown Individuals Is 
from twelve to sixteen Inches. 

OjModon doxgmtm, Qlrard Qreen Rock-cod—This la one of the 
largest and commonest of our marketable fishes, attaining a length 
of over three or even four feet, and Is usually In great part of a 
lively green color, spotted or clouded with light brown. But the 
coloration of the adults varies greatly. The brown markings 
sometimes cover almost the entire flrb, and different shades of 
brown occur In the same Individual, 'hie young Is spotted with 
round spots of a light yellowish-brown, and It was to the young 
that the name Ophiodon Hongatm was originally given by Qlrard, 
who deacrlbed the adult with the title of Ofiopoma panlhxrina. 
Ophiodon dongaim was said to have a continuous dorsal, with 
twenty-seven spines and no membranous flap upon the forehead, 
while Opiopoma panthxrina was cbaracterix^ by two separate 
dorsals, the first with twenty-live spines, and by the presence of 
a membranous lisp. Dr. Steindachner corrects this error (feihy- 
tlogixehx bxiirage, No. Ill), and proves that the contlnoons dors^ 
and membranous lisp are cbaracters of the species. 

The correct number of spines Is twenty-seven, but the sdnlt 
frequently comes to market In a dilapidated condition, with the 
spines tom apart from each other, or even broken away, and it 
Is most probable that Qlrard described bis Opiopoma panihxrlna 
from such a mutilated specimen. Toung and half-grown Indi¬ 
viduals are common In the Bay of San Franriseo, but the larger 
examples are taken In tolerably deep water, outside of the bay, 
especially In the vicinity of the Fa^looes. Stelodachoer gives 
the range of this species as from Sitka to Monterey. This Is a 
highly carnivorous Hsh. The fishermen describe It as tha terror 
of the Inhabitants of the rooks; the other fishes hide for fear of 
It, and are often seised off the hooka by It 

Another eMrsfd, not nsually called a rock-flah, la Anopiopema 
Jimbria, a species which, though rare In our markets, except In 
September and October, la of more common occurrence north- 
wsird, and occnra also along the northern coast of eastern Astatic 
Russia. Examples sold here seldom reach a length of mors than 
twelve or occasionally sixteen Inches. 

sooBrtBirnijB. 

The sea-eoorploos are easily recognised by their ctenoid eealea, 
spinous beads and gill-covers, and single dorsal fln. The union 
of the doreala and the presence of true scales, always spinous on 
their free margins, distingulabes this family from the CoUidm-, 
while the larger b^, the armature of spines, tha usually stouter 
body and tbe rougher realea, distinguish It from the Chtrldm. 
Exclusively marine; of wide dlstributloo. 

Sxbatllehthyx JIaxtdm, Ayres, QIU, Tellow Rock-cod—This Is 


one of the most abundant of the loek-flahes, equaling In this re- 
spaet mtsr and pinnifxr. It may be known by the greaiilsh- 
brown and yellowlab-green tints of the back and sides, as well as 
by tbe third anal spine, which exceeds the second In length. In¬ 
stead of only equaling It, aa In SxbaxtiohAy m da n sps. The 

3 lines upon the top of the head are not large. In sixe It equals 
fbatUehthyx mxianop*. Those brought to market are takau out¬ 
side tbe bey. 

SxbaxUehikyx p<iwi|ptr,Qlll,8mootb Red Rook-cod—This species 
was first noticed by Ayeta (Prooeedings (Mllfomla Academy of 
Bclenee, 11,1869, p. 907), but was, by that Ichthyologist, wroegiT 
Identlfl^ with the SxbaxUehthy* rnieerM of Qlrard. It became, 
therefore, necessary to re-name It. 

Sxbaxtixhihyx pinnigxr appears to attain a larm sise than any 
of the other nearly related rock-flah except nAaxtixhthyx tuber, 
which It usually equals In length but not In weight, aa It Is of 
more slender proportloiM. In weight It seldom. If ever, exceeds 
fourteen pounds. It Is not taken within the bay. In color It Is 
far from uniform, the upper portion of the head and back being 
blotched with a darker r^ than tbe ground Unt, Inclining to 
brown. The spines upon tbe upper surfsoe of the head ate 
small and Inconaptcuous, and the paired fins long, the ventrsls 
extending beyond tbe vent, and tbe pectorals to within four 
scales of the first anal spine. 

AehofddUAys mxlanopt, Qlrard, Black Rock cod—This flab does 
not usually attain so large a slae aa SebaxUchthyi rubxr or Sd>at- 
Uehthye rotaexm. It Is one of the commonest kinds of rock-flah, 
occurring In the markets almost every day throughout the year. 
The back of thia flah la almoat black. Inclining to purple, the fins 
are dark purple, and tbe aides blotcl^ with pnrpUsh black. Be¬ 
sides those t^en In tbe Immediate neighborhood of San Fran¬ 
cisco, large quantities are tent from Monterey and other locall- 
ticfl 

.S’rAoslidUAps rotemM, OIrard, Pink-spotted Rock-flah—Tbe 
species thus named la not tbe ratueriM of Dr. Ayers, who Identi¬ 
fied Qlrard't rotomu with what has been proved to be a new 
species, the SebaxHehthye pinnigxr of 0(11; but It la Identical with 
the Sebaxtex hehomandatm of tbe former naturalist. It la 
smaller even than Srbaxtichthyx nxbuioxm, not equaling It In 
length, and of much more slender form. Tbe three elongated 
pink spots along each side are constant, and at once dlatingnlsb 
It from every other species. In color It resembles SebaxHehthyx 
rnbxr. Though not so common as SxbaxUehthyx anrieeutatm or 
SebaxUehthyx mdanopt, or even as SebaxUehihyx nebnloxm, Sebax- 
Uehthyx ruber, or Hebaxtiehthyx pitutigxr, It It brought In In con¬ 
siderable numbers. In length It very seldom exceeds twelve 
Inches. It Is probable that this species Is Identical with S. oe- 
ulaiux, Val. 

I lArhoirirAlAyr nigroeineim, Black-banded Rock-cod—This spe- 
clea Is reddish-yellow, with five or six nearly vertical, broad, 
cross bands, and usu^y two or three short bands radiating from 
the eye; but these bands are much more developed In tome spec¬ 
imens than In others. It Is one of tbe rarest of our edible fishes, 
as only single Individuals are brought to tbe market at consider¬ 
able Intervris of time. It It not taken Inside the bay. In else 
It Is about equal to SxbaxUehthyx melanopx or SebaxUehthyx Jiaxi- 
dm. There la no mistaking this flab, with its conspicuous black 
bands across a reddlah ground, tor any other fish In our markets. 

SebaxUehthyx ruber, Ayres, Rough Red Rock-cod—This, the 
largest of the genus occuriing In our waters, la stated to reach, 
though rarely, a weight of twenty-five pounds. It Is of a uni¬ 
form blight ri'd, very different from tbe brownish red mingled 
with orange red whl^ forms the livery of SebaxUehthyx phmiger. 
In form It la stouter than SebaxUehthyx pinnigtr but leas so than 
SxbaxUehthyx ndmioxm. It la usually taken outside of the bay, 
usually from deep water around the Farrallone lalandt. It oo- 
enra also northward at least as far aa Humboldt Bay. By the 
uniformity of the color, the abundance of supernumerary scales 
on the lai^ scales, and the peculiar shape of the preopercular 
spines, this species may readily be distinguished from SebaxUeh¬ 
thyx plnniger as wrll as from SdnxUeht^ roxaeeux, tbe latter of 
which strongly resembles It at flrst tight. Tbe three pink spots 
of roMMut are, however, a constant character by which It may be 
known from young Individuals of SebaxUehthyx ruber; and tbe 
smooth surface of tbe bead In SebaxUehthyx pinniger distingnlabes 
It as readily from tbe same species. 

SebaxUehihyx aurieuJatm, Qlrard Black-shouldered Rock-cod.— 
This It rather a small species, seldom exceeding eighteen Inches 
In length, and la brought to tbe markets In great abundance, 
probably on account of Its common occurrence In tbe bay. Not 
only does this species occur, together with two or three others of 
tbe smaller kinds of SebaxUehihyx, and the young of the larger 
kinds. In the deeper portions of the bay near the entrance, bnt 
It la also abundant along the eastern shore of the bay where no 
other species of the genus Is found, probably on account of the 
admixture of freafa water from the Sacramento river. This flab 
can always be dlstlngnlsbed by a black mark upon each of the 
glU covert, very obvious In the younger fish, aid sufflclently dis¬ 
tinct, though less clearly outlined. In oldw specimens. Tbe 
gene^ color b a dull reddish brown, with olondlngt of a darker 
tint npon tbe back and sides; these cloudings, like the black 
spot More mentioned, becoming more dlffn^ and Indistinct 
with Increasing slae and age. Tbb b another of tbe kinds which 
must eventually become scarcer, unless some means be taken to 
prevent waste. Small Indlridnals, four to six Inches long, are 
brought to market In great numbers from various parts the 

lower ]aw In SebaxUehihyx aurieulatm pro)ectt but slightly, 
contrasting broadly with that otjlaaidm, and most of the other 
species of tbe genus. 

SebaxUehthyx nebuloxm,hjrta. Clouded Rock-cod.—^Tbls b one of 
tbe smallest ot our rook-fl^, yet It b heavier by far than indlridn- 
ab of otherspecles of equal length, on acconntof the stoutness of 
Its form. It Mdom attains a length of more than eleven or twelve 
Inches, though It occasionally reaches eighteen Inches, sad seven 
pounds b the greatest weight aver attributed to It. Some of the 
spedmenahayaa broad yellow band along each side, sad are also 
adorned with yellow bloiebes ot varbbb form and slae; bnt In 
others tbb bead, which doebtless suggested toGIraid hbname of 
faxeialm, b ahaent, and the dark and light tints ot the sides are 
mingled together without any approach to ragnbrtty or haanty. 
In tbb species the lower Jaw does not project as In most of lb 
tribe, but b even with tbe upper. It It one of the moat aboa- 
daat of tbe rock-flah. 

Sebaxtodex patteixpinix, Qlrard, QIU, BmaU-scaled Rock-flah.— 
Tbb spaelas stay raadUy be dbtingiUshad from aU the tpaeba of 
SebatUththyx by tha smalbr site of tbe sealaa, as waU as by the 
straight do^ ontUna and the extreoM etongatlon of the tower 
Jaw, the Up of which extends upwards to tha Itna at tha top of 
the head, and forma part of Its upper ontllna. The spinas npoo 
the head art very UtUe developed. Thb b one of the rarest of 
our food flsbea, oeearring b our markets only at oontMerabb la- 
tervala, and b smaU numbers. In color It b reddlah brawn on 
tha bsi^ as weU as on the dorsal and caudal Hot; tbe Uni becom¬ 
ing lighter but more decidedly red on the etdra and abdomen. 
In also It exceeds many of Its ratotions, as most ot those brought 
to market reach or exceed two feet In length.

Bpinoua doraal shorter than tbe soft dortab, separato body 
without tnw scales, bnt often with prickles or seale-llie p bt ea 


Sxorpctttkhthyx aunneratns, Qlrard, Ihiga red flenlpln, or Bnll- 
haad.—Despite theaheeooe of aealaa upon lb body, thb epeelcs b 
eommonly etybd a roek-eod. WhUe lb naaraet rebtloaa, the 
emallar eenljdas, or eatflah, as they art often ealled here, are 
Chrowa awqy by tbe flshermeii, thb large soulpla b allowed a 
place among our food flahea. A prixxi asm would expect tbe 
other BculplBS to be good food, and I am aatored by those who 
have tried them that they are; aU they need b skbaing before 
cooking. Although tolerably common withb the Bay of San 
Francisco, and very fteqnanUy taken by the aagUag fraternity 
npoo Oakland wharf and In slmlbr elinaUoos, tbb spaclea b only 
oocaslonaUy brought to market, and then only In smaU qnan- 
UUes. 

Under tbe name of Bemitripterux mapmoraliM, thb species wu 
described by Dr. Ayree, In the Proceedings of OaUtornIa Acad¬ 
emy of Scbncee, vol. 1, p. 4. 

Seorptxniehihyt marmoratm b someUmae ealled a rock-cod, at 
others a buU-bead; the latter name being also applied to other 
eottoidx with depreesed beads. It reaebea a length of two feat or 
mote. Several smaller eottoidx are brought to nurket occatlon- 
aUy, more by aeddent than design. These are B e mU epidotm 
tpinoxm, a species with four bandso(scales; Upioeottm armatm, 
the common yellow eonlpln ot the Bay of Ban Franeboo; Axpteot- 
tws Mean, Aridim lateraUx, Artxdlm pugxttenxit, and a sp^es, 
probably new to science, which I have deacrlbed under tbe name 
of Arixdim guadrtxeriatm. None ot tbeae are used to any extent 
as food, yet Leptoeottm armatm b sufflclently common In tbb 
bay to be so ns^ If tbe prejudice against Us appearance could be 
conquered. 


DefeoM of Angling. 

Every line of Walton’s “ Compleat Angler" will at once recall 
the verses beginning with the Une, “ Let me live harmlessly and 
near the biinL” For tbe benefit of thoae not familiar with the 
work. It may be stated that the poem b to be found toward the 
end of the first chapter (p. 43 of Bethnne's American edIUon). 
After^ reciting Sir Henry Wotton’s verses, he asks, “WUlyou 
bear the wish of another angler, and the commenibUon of his 
happy life, which be alto ainga In versel vb., Jo Davors, Esq,” 
and then proceeds to give tbe verses la qnesUon. Our readers 
may be Interested to learn more of these celebrated vertee. 
Wdton was mbtaken in attributing them to Jo Davors, and did 
so at length only In the fifth edition of the “ Compleat Angler," 
In the flrst four, having simply ascribed them to “Jo Da,’’ 

The original work whence the verses were derived was pub¬ 
lished In 1618, with tbe tIUe, " Seeretx of Angling, teaching the 
ehoieexl Toolex, Baytex, and xeeuonx for taking of any flxh In 
pond or riesr, familiarly praeUeed and opened to three boohex, by /. 
D., Bxqr., London." Tbit J. D., as appears from the copyright 
record In the stationers' company, was “John Dennys, E^nlie." 
Walton’s error Is, however, readUy explicable. “ Jo Daves (Da¬ 
vors b a mere orthographic modlflcaUon) actually contributed to 
J. D.’t ‘ Becreta of Angling,’ ’’ fourteen euloglsUc lines “ In due 
praise of his praiseworthy skill and works.” 

A second edlUoo of the “ Becreta of Angling,” augmented 
with many approved experiments, by M. Lanson, was published 
In 1659. Tbia was reproduced In the “ British Bibllo^pher," 
and tbe following “objection” and “ answer" are copied from 
that pnbIleaUon. The devlaUons occurring In Walton are Indi¬ 
cated by |the foot notes. The form of the poem b known 
as Bpenserlan stanzu.

■towboleaome or nnaavory, but becanse of some anperetltlon. 
Thla prejudice exUU in parU of Ireland, and U thus commented 
on In Notes aad Qnerlea” (fourth series, v. 8, p. 311). 

“ A gentleman named Trench, In hla recent and very amusing 
book on Ireland, states tbat the peasantry of Western Ireland 
will not eat akate (Jlaia 6o«a), however plentiful this flah ma; 
be, and however famished themselves are. Thla cannot be 
founded on sanitary conslderatlona, ao I conclude It to be a 
superetltlon. The akate Is som^ times railed a maiden. I recol- 
lect, when flablng at tbe sea-aide, hearing a very old Joe about 
being caught by a maid,’ when one baa been accidentally 
bitten by a akate. Tbe skate, when opened and expoeed for 
sale, bears great resemblance to a human face ornamented with 
depending rays, or lace frills, tbe effect being greatly enhanced 
by the muscular contraction called ‘crimping;’ In tbla shape It 
haa a certain resemblance to medieval or pre-Rapbaellte pic¬ 
tures of tbe Virgin Mary, ‘ Our Lady,’ In glory. la this aup- 
poeed superstition capable of any real corroboration f A. H. 

Thu CRAvriBH Epidziuc ok thz Cortikznt. —The terrible 
epidemic which for the past eighteen months has been ravaging 
among tbe crawflah In the rivers and lakes of Qermany, Lower 
Austria and tbe Tyrol, haa now spread to Upper Austria, all tbe 
crayflsh In tbe Traun river and theTraun Uke baring succumbed 
to the infection of tbe Incomprehenalble crayflsh disease. Tbe 
banka of the Lake of Traun, eepeclall; between Ebenzweser and 
Traunkircben, were found covered with toonaanda and thousands 
of dead crawflah of all sizes when the lee had broken np and the 
water of the lake bad returned to Ita normal state. The color of the 
dead Crustacea was of a rather yellowlsb-red, reminding one of 
tbe appearance of half-bolled crabs. The smell from the dead 
bodlea waa something frightful, and upon places where the 
watera of the.lake and of the river had overflowed tbe banka, of 
such loathsome Intensity that the InhablUnts were compelled to 
collect and bury the remains of tbe dead crayflsh.—Land and 
Water.
